SOME FINE POINTS OF THE

We understand that the officials of 
the United States Internal Revenue 
Bureau are giving careful 
tion to knotty questions in 
connection with the administration of 
the Harrison anti-narcotic law.

The question as to whether novocain 
and similar preparations come under the

revenue Officials. Until this question is 
fully determined novocain and similar 


preparations, the exact character of which 
has not been fully established, will not be 
held as coming within the scope of the 
law. : 

A definite decision on the subject 
may therefore be expected in the near 
future. It seems equally certain, how- 
ever, that the decision, whatever it be, 
will be subject to revision before the 
courts, since manufacturers of those 
chemicals which the internal revenue 
officials report as coming within the 
law, are apt to contest the ruling as 
far as it concerns the particular chem- 
ical in which they are interested. That 
cocaine substitutes should come within 
the scope of the law no one acquaint- 
ed with the narcotic problem will deny. 
It is manifestly impossible for a law 
to designate by name all synthetic 
chemicals having the same physiologi- 
cal action as cocaine and the experi-

This question to our mind is not dif- 
ficult to handle. A practicing physi- 
cian should be considered one who has 
the legal right to practic medicine in 
the State wherein he resides; in short, 
a man registered under the medical 
law of that State and amenable to all 
of the provisions of that law. Whether 
he is in actual practice or not is a 
minor question. If he is vested with 
the right to practice he can do so or 
not if he wishes, and if he uses that 
right improperly, his certificate of reg- 
istration taken 
cording to the medical 
States. Only recently in 
cision was made that the right of the 
medical board to rescind certificates of 
registration 
the right to cancel registration 
the grounds of unethical advertising. 
If a medical board has this power it 
can easily discipline physicians who 
misuse the right to dispense narcotics. 

A third problem refers to mail orders 
for habit-forming drugs. Trade in 
these drugs is carried on under what 
is designated as “mail order business.”’

“prescribing” for and the dispensing 
to “patients’’ who have filled out “di- 
agnosis sheets’’; that is, blanks in 
which are spaces for the person to fill 
out his various symptoms,

A NEW FACTOR IN MEXICAN 
VANILLA SITUATION. 


A new element of speculation has 
been imparted in the Mexican vanilla 
market within the last few days by 
reports of a prospective doubling of 
the tax on exports of Mexico, bringing 
the rate of two dollars Mexican gold 
per kilo, or about 80 cents per pound. 
The unsettled state of the country’s 
affairs has precluded authoritative in- 
formation on the subject, but latest 
advices from reliable private sources 
in Mexico give credence to the reports 
of the proposed increase in the vanilla 
tax, as in line with the government’s 
policy on exports of the staple com- 
modities of the country, but with re- 
spect to vanilla the indications are 
that the higher rate would not become 
operative for several months, thereby 
affording the curers reasonable oppor- 
tunity to prepare the beans for ship- 
ment and insuring a sounder basis for 
the government’s returns on_ ship- 
ments. The prospect of a material ad- 
vance in the cost of Mexican beans 
and cuts has been the means of creat- 
eagerly-awaited spurt in the 
chiefly in the absorptivs

Although a nominally bullish asset, 
the prospective increase in the export 
tax on vanilla is none too favorably 
regarded among local dealers, since it 
is calculated to operate as an addi- 
tional complication in the primary 
market and to disrupt, to a further de- 
gree, the normal course of their opera- 
tions. The curing districts in Mexico, 
which during the progress of last sea- 
son’s crop suffered little from the gen- 
eral political disturbances beyond 
financial levies by marauding bands, 
are now said to be experiencing a more 
critical turn of affairs, with repre- 
sentatives of the present government 
subjecting curers to bolder practices 
and creating a spirit of unrest and dis- 
trust upon the entire industry. The 
lack of confidence in the government’s 
financial basis during the usual green 
bean buying period and whe general 
uncertainty affecting curing operations 
have combined to delay the season 
nearly three months, and, with curers 
still operating on a generally restricted 
scale, estimates of a sharp reduction 
in the current crop are accepted as rea- 
sonable in the local trade. Some of 
the reports place the yield at about 
one-half of that of last season, on 
which basis it would reach approxi- 
mately 200,000 pounds, with a greater 
proportion of cuts than usual. Con- 
cern has been expressed in some quar- 
ters over the curing of the new beans, 
due to the fact that some of the older 
curers have been replaced by new 
hands, but others regard the outlook 
for the quality and conservation of the 
beans as hopeful after the experience 
with a large proportion of the rushed 
shipments last season and the better 
opportunity for the current curing. 
Receipts of cuts of this season’s crop 
here have amounted to about fifty 
cases, while normal arrivals at this 
time represent nearly one-half of the 
total of cuts. The first whole beans 
are not expected until well into the 
summer. 

Prospects that a larger percentage 
than usual of Bourbon beans will be 
available for this market during the 
next few months tend to mollify any 
concern that may be occasioned as to 
receipts from Mexico, and with the two 
varieties on a practically interchange- 
able basis, the presence of good stocks 
of Bourbons would work to adjusting 
effect upon the market. The reports 
of the proposed increase in the export 
tax on Mexican beans have reflected 
no appreciable change in local prices, 
but this is only another instance of the 
strange perversity of the market in 
failing to respond to factors of nomi- 
nally bullish significance within the 
last two years. The first was the im- 
position of an import duty into this 
country of thirty cents per pound un- 
der the present tariff act effective Oc- 
tober, 1913. Then the original Mexi- 
can export tax of two pesos silver 
per kilo (equivalent to about forty 
American cents per pound), imposea 
for a brief period, from February 1 to 
February 15, 1914; then remitted until 
July 1, 1914, when it took effect; in 
January, 1915, the export tax was in- 
creased to $1 Mexican gold per kilo. 
From July to November, 1914, the Mex- 
ican export tax was frequently collect- 
ed twice, once by marauding revolu- 
tionists in the production districts and 
again at Vera Cruz.

Announcement is made by the of- 
ficials of the Commerce Department at 
Washington of the receipt from British 
authority of a form of guaranty re- 
quired to be signed by American man- 
ufacturers who obtain plumbago from 
British colonies. This form is obtain- 
able by persons interested through the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics of 
the Department of Labor has just pub- 
lished in its Bulletin No. 165 the results 
of an investigation of storage battery 
plants in the United States, made by 
Dr. Alice Hamilton, with special ref- 
erence to the causes and prevalence of 
lead poisoning in the industry. The 
measures for safeguarding workers 
adopted by Great Britain, Germany 
and France are also given. 


Announcement was made on April 
6 at Camden, N. J., that the offer of 
the B. I. du Pont de Nemours Powder 
Company to purchase the stock and 
business of the International Smoke- 
less Powder and Chemical Company 
was accepted by the stockholders of 
the latter company. All obligations 
of the International Company will be 
assumed by the purchasers, the cash 
consideration being $5,760,000. 


A libel in support of a suit to recover 
$700,000 for alleged breach of contract 
has been filed in the United States Dis- 
trict Court at Philadelphia by the In- 
terocean Transport Company of South 
Dakota, against the owners of the con- 
vertible tank Norwegian tank steam- 
ship Aztec. According to a statement 
filed, the Transport Company entered 
into an agreement on March 10, 1913, 
with Houlder, Middleton & Co., Ltd., 
of London, for the charter of a steam- 
er of 8,000 tonnage, then being built, 
for a period of seven years. Subse- 
quently the owners of the Aztec as- 
sumed the rights of the charter party 
and agreed to fulfill the terms of the 
contract. It was provided in the agree- 
ment that the tanker was to be used 
in the transportation of petroleum or 
its products, but was not to carry any 
contraband article seizable by the 
warring European nations. The latter 
clause was inserted after the vessel 
was delivered in June, 1914. The ship- 
ment Of naphtha from New York to 
Italy was charged as a violation of 
the agreement.

Textile Dyestuff Shortage Relief « Basi, 
of Diplomatic Negotiations. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Repor er.) 
Washington, April 9, 1915, 

Beyond the fact that intimation. haye 
been given the officials of the Uniteg 
States Government by the commervial at. 
tache of the British Legation here that 
special attention is to be given to the 
subject of allowing shipments of dy) estuffs 
from Germany to be forwarded to the 
United States, there have been no actug| 
developments following the meeting hers 
on Tuesday, when the dyestuff si‘ uation 
was presented to the officials of the State 
Department, as well as to President Wy. 
son, by a committee representing the te. 
tile manufacturers of the United States, 
Indeed, the opinion entertained by State 
Department officials is that until some 
reply is made to the la Note 
sent by Secretary Bryan to the British 
Foreign Office protesting against the 
blockade policy of Great Britain directeg 
against Germany, whether such reply 
shall be a formal rescinding of the mor 
drastic provisions of the British blockade 
or the adoption of a more liberal policy 
by Great Britain without any formal dee. 
laration to that effect, it is by no means 
certain that anything can be done by 
this government to facilitate the bringing 
of dyestuffs from Germany to the United 
States for the present at least This 
statement is made by officials in position 
to know ail the facts, and who conferred 
with former Representative Metz, of New 
York, and the textile manufacturers dur. 
ing their stay in the city. 

Among the representatives of the tex. 
tile manufacturers and dyers was (harles 
kX, Leippe, of the National Association of 
Hosiery and Underwear Manufacturers, 
and D. F. Waters, representing the Mags. 
ter Dyers’ Association. These representa- 
tives of the industry were accompanied 
by former Representative Metz, and the 
necessity that the textile and other ip. 
dustries shall obtain dyestuffs was em. 
phasized in statements made to the State 
Department and also at the White House 

Up to this time nothing in the way of 
a formal reply or any evidence of change 
of policy om the part of Great Britain 
has been received at the State Depart. 
ment in response to the latest note sent 
by this government through Secretary 
Bryan, which was made public on Mon- 
day. The essente of that note was an 
emphatic, but friendly, protest by the 
United States Government against the 
blockade measures enforced against Ger- 
man commerce because of the effect this 
blockade has upon the commerce and 
rights of the United States as a neutral 
power. It was stated in plain terms ia 
this note that the policy adopted by Great 
Britain is contrary to the principles of 
international law, and cannot be justified 
upon any war policy known to the civil 
ized world. There is no doubt that the 
British Government has been much im- 
pressed by the temper as well as the 
terms of this note, and it only remains 
to be seen what reply, if any, is to be 
made by the British Government, either 
mm a formal way or by liberalizing the 
bicckude measures. 

Pending this discussion between the 
United States Government and the Brit- 
ish Government as to the blockade policy 
of the latter directed manifestly to the 
Shutting off of all neutral trade with 
Germany the dyestuffs question was again 
brought sharply to the front by the meet- 
ing here of the representatives of indus- 
tries affected by the lack of dyestuffs. It 
was in response to questions propounded 
by the State Department that the British 
Legation here gave assurances that spe- 
cial attention is being given to the dye 
stuffs question. This is regarded as a 
significant reply, and is accepted as evi- 
dence that the British Government is con- 
sidering the dyestuffs trade independent 
of the general principles involved in the 
blockade policy and the attitude of the 
United States Government thereto. 

If no early assurances are given as to 
a change of policy which will admit of 
the bringing of dyestuffs from Germany to 
this country, the officials of the de 
partments here are frank to admit that 
tney are in doubt as to what can be done 
to relieve that situation. Attention is 
called to the fact that the general block- 
ading of trade through German ports by 
the British blockade affects not only dye- 
stuffs, but potash and other shipments 
which Germany would be glad to make 
to the United States. Particularly is it 
understood that Germany would be glad 
to see certain quantities of potash and 
dyestuffs sent to the United States if ex- 
change could be made of these products 
for raw cotton and other materials. 
In regard to the general dyestuffs qués- 
tions, the comment is made that every 
effort now in progress, so far as the gov- 
ernment officials are advised, having 4 
relation to the procuring of the basic ma- 
terials from which dyestuffs are made, 
has been seized upon by the manufac 
turers of explosives, who find a greatly 
augmented business due to the continu- 
ing of the war in Europe. It is claimed, 
therefore, that much of the attention 
which might be given in this country to 
dyestuffs production has been diverted te 
the utilization of materials in the pro 
duction of explosives. 

The general trade situation with Ger- 
many, incident to the British blockade, 
is illustrated by the potash controversy, 
which is still unsettled. This govert- 
ment has asked that, at least with re 
spect to potash bought before March 1 
it be allowed to go out of Germany if 
arrangements can be made to bring such 
potash to the United States. It is um 
derstood here that two or three ships 
carrying about half a million dollars 
worth of potash are interned in German 
waters and have not been ale to move 
since the embargo was placed by Geér- 
many upon such potash exports. During 
the consideration of this question intr 
mation was given by Germany of a Will 
ingness to allow these potash exports @ 
be made, provided arrangements were 
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ed for securing raw cotton in ex-

The impression is gaining ground here 
that oul of this controversy a Way will 
be found by both Great Britain and Ger- 
many to facilitate the filling of orders for 
dyestuffs of other commodities, including 
potash, which were bought by American 
citizens before March 1, when the gen- 
eral blockade policy of Great Britain 
went into effect. The position of Great 
Britain, however, in adhering to the idea 
that the basis of her blockade policy is 
the preventing of all commodities, whether 
contraband or non-contraband, reaching 
German ports would prevent any raw 
colton or other products reaching Ger- 
many from the ports of the United States 
even in neutral bottoms. 

The government officials here Are now 
awaiting to see what particular sugges- 
tions the British Government may have 
to make with respect to dyestufts, inde- 
pendent of any course Which Great Brit- 
‘sin may ultimately determine to pursue 
with regard to her blockade policy gen- 
erally. 


England Urged to Modify Blockade 
Policy Against German Dyestuffs.

Philadelphia, April 3, 1915. . 
Representatives of the dyeing indus- 

tries of the East at a largely-attended 

meeting at the Manufacturers’ Club here 
yesterday afternoon submitted data de- 
signed to prove that the supply of dyes 
in this country, available for their pur- 
péses, would not last more than 6) days 
at the utmost and then discussed plans 
looking to the importation of German 
dyes, for the relief of the situation. All 
agreed that something must be dome very 
quickly to prevent the throwing out of 
work of many thousands of employes of 


the country’s vast manufacturing indus- 
tries. 

Charles FE. Leippe, of Reading, Pa., 
president of the National Association of 
Hosiery and Underwear Manufacturérs, 
presided at the meetifig, which was a 
special session of that organization's of- 
ficers, board of directors and advisory 
board, along with representatives of the 
allied dyeing and manufacturing inter- 
ests. Government aid, given quickly, wa 
the only avenue of rélief which seemed 
to be available, and a committée consist- 
ing of President Leippe, former Coh- 
gressman H. A. Metz of Brooklyn and D. 
F. Waters, president of the Master 
Dyers’ Association of Philadelphia, was 
appointed to enlist Federal aid at Wash- 
ington. 


According to Herman <A. Metz, theré 
Would be 500,000 employes of textile mills 
in the United States put out of work if 
it becomes necessary to shut down the 
Various industries effected by the dye 
shortage. The time fixed for this to hap- 
pen if this country fails to force England 
to back down on its embargo is from 30 
to #0 days. The way out of the difficulty, 
he declared, would be retaliation on Eng- 
land by this country. Mr. Metz spoke as 
follows:— 





The State Department has done all it can do 
by sticking to international law. jut it is 
time to kick a hole in this law. We don’t 
want a war, but we have a right to say to 
England, “You hurt us and we can retal- 
iate.

Pennsylvania Drug Legislation. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Harrisburg, Pa., April 8, 1915. 

“Senate 555,’’ introduced in the Penn- 
sylvania Legislature by Senator Thomp- 
son, which would require the publication 
of the formula on virtually every sort of 
a patent medicine and other medical and 
toilet article, may be regarded as dead. 
A public hearing was to be held on April 
7, but the opposition to the bill was so 
great that it died without such a proceed- 
ing. The chances of the measure emerg- 
ing from the committee are extremely re- 
mote, 

Senator Plymouth W. Snyder has 
amended his ‘infants’ remedy” bill in the 
Pennsylvaiiia Senate so as to be satisfac- 
tory to some persons who had oppused it. 
The measure prohibits the sale of pro- 
prietary medicines for children which 
contain opium, morphine, cocaine or 
heroin. The amendment offered by Mr. 
Snyder, who is himself a retail druggist 
in Altoona, strikes out ‘cocaine’ and 
limits the application of the bill to medi- 
cines for infants less than three years of 
age,

Pennsylvania Insecticide Bill. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Harrisburg, Pa., April 8, 1915. 
_ Insecticides and fungicides are the ob- 
ject of Senate bill No. 801, introduced in 
the Pennsylvania Legislature by Senator 
Franklin Martin, of Cumberland county, 
one of the farmer members of the Senate. 
It regulates generally the traftic in such 
articles in the Keystone State. The bill, 
which is rather a long one, is in sub- 
stance as follows:— 

Section 1. No person, ete., shall sell any in 
secticide or fungicide in package unless a 
printed statement is fixed to the outside of the 
container showing :— 

(a) The name of the brand or trade-mark. 

(b) The name and address of the manufac 
turer or importér. 

(c) The names and proportions of the several 
ingredients. 

(d) The percentage of insecticidal or 
cidal matter. 

Sec. 2. Upon request of the purchaser every 
sale must be accompahied by a printed state- 
ment showing the amount of dilution or further 
preparation necessary before applying the in- 
secticide or fungicide to trees or other plants 
to effect the proper results. 

Sec. 3. The State Secretary of Agriculture, 
the State Commissioner of Forestry and one 
professor from the Pennsylvania State Col 
lege are constituted a board to enforce the act. 

Sec. 4. The board may require agents of the 
Departments of Agriculture ard Forestry to 
perform such duties as may be assigned them 

Sec. 5. The board and itg agents are at all 
times to have access to premises for the pur- 
pose of sampling, etc. 

Sec. 6. To sell any insecticide or fungicide 
condemned by tue board is to be unlawful. 

Sec. 7. The penalty for a first offense is 
$100 fine and thirty days in jail. For each

subsequent offense it is $200 fine and three 
months in jail. 
Sec. 8 All fines recovered shall be paid into 


the State Treasury, 

Sec. 9. The act is to take effect September 
1, 1915. 

Sec. 10. Five thousand dollars is appropri- 
ateti to carry the act into effect. 

Sec. 11. Inconsistent acts are repealed.

Pennsylvania Paint Legislation. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Harrisburg, Pa., April 8, 1915. 
The situation in the Pennsylvania 

Legislature over the proposed legislation 
regarding paint is unchanged. The 
Thompson Senate bill, supported by the 
Master Painters’ Association, and requir- 
ing labeling all paints with the formula, 
which had been advanced to second read- 
ing in the Senate, is still‘in the Judiciary 
Special Committee, to which it was re- 
committed. The MeNichol bill, favored 
by the manufacturers, which has been 
passed by the House, is in the same 
committee, This bill does not require the 
formula, but penalizes mislabeling and 
misbranding and requires the weight or 
measured contents of all packages and 
the name of the manufacturer to be cor- 
rectly stated. 








New York Drag Amendment Bill. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Albany, April 9, 1915 

The Senate Committee on Public Health 
has under consideration a bill just intro- 
duced in the Legislature by Senator 
Whitney, of Saratoga, amending the pub- 
lic health law by providing that any per- 
son who shall lawfully prescribe for, ad- 
minister or sell to any person believed to 
be a habitual user of drugs, any quan- 
tity of or preparation containing any 
habit-forming drug, shall make a record 
showing the date when such drug was 
furnished and the amount furnished. The 
record also must show in each imstance 
the name, address. age and _ physical 
Symptoms of drug addiction of the person 
to whom the drug was furnished. A sim- 
ilar record must be filed with the local 
board or department of health where a 
habit-forming drug has been furnished 
the same person for a longer period than 
three weeks.

Condemned on False Curative Claim. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Philadelphia, April 8, 1915. 

By a verdict of a jury in the United 
States District Court in this city yester- 
day a proprietary medicine known as 
“Rad-Em-Salz” is branded as an impo- 
sition on the public. The American Lab- 
oratories, manufacturers of the medicine, 
were found guilty of misbranding and mis- 
representing the curative qualities of the 
preparation. It was guaranteed that the 
medicine could dissolve gallstones In the 
human body. Leading medical authorities 
of this city declared that c'aim to be 
false. Maximum sentence on the charge, 
which is the first made-against the lab- 
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oratories, is a fine of $200. Judge Dick- 
inson deferred sentence, pending dispo- 
sition of a motion for a new trial. This 
conviction under the Shirley amendment 
to the Food and Drugs Act is the first 
in this district and one of the first in 
the United States. 





Aniline Oil Production. 


In addition to producing benzol at a 
newly constructed plant in Johnstown, 
Pa., and making carbolic acid at his lab- 
oratory in Silver Lake, N. J., Thomas A. 
Edison has also entered the field of ani- 
line’ oil production at his Silver Lake 
plant and is planning to extend his out- 
put of this valuable dye-making “‘inter- 
mediate’ coal-tar product with the benzol 
obtained from a mew plant in Woodward, 
Ala., and from that which he intends 
to construct in Sydney, N. S., within the 
near future. Some of the Edison aniline 
oil has already been offered in the New 
York market through brokers and has 
brought relatively high prices, in conse- 
quence of the great shortage of foreign- 
made aniline oil here. 

Further evidence of the constantly in- 
creasing demand for bemzol, toluol and 
carbolic acid has been supplied within the 
last week in a statement made to the Re- 
porter by the president of the Lacka- 
wanna Steel Company, to the effect that 
the entire 1915-1916 output of that com- 
pany’s by-product coke oven plant in 
Buffalo, N. Y., which will be completed 
by early summer, has already been con- 
tracted for.

Lockout of Painters at Chicage, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Chicago, April 8, 1915. 

Chicago contractors have opened war 
on striking painters by an order issued 
thut a lockout be puttin effect. This will 
affect about 3,000 painters. The places of 
the union men will be filled by non-unjon 
men and the work which the contractors 
have on hand will be finished by the non- 
unionists. 

This action on the part of the contrac- 
tors follows the refusal of the painters to 
sign the uniform agreement and the call- 
ing of a strike by the workmen. The 
lockout weapon will be used against all 
unions in the building trades that refuse 
to sign uniform agreements. The con- 
tractors feel that at the present time they 
are in a position to enforce the uniform 


agreement, which is intended to elim- 
inate petty strikes in the future. The 
painters’ district council numbers about 


9,000 men, but more than half this num- 
ber have been idle for several months 
because of the lack of building that 
would create work for them. 

The contractors are of the opinion that 
now is the time to make the stand for 
the uniform agreement. There are thou- 
sands of idle men in the city who, they 
believe, can be obtained to do the work, 
and these men will be employed as fast 
as the unions make trouble. A dozen 
unions already have signed the agree- 


ment and these men will be kept at 
work, 
The labor difficulties have had a de- 


pressing effect om the paint and oil trade, 
coming as they did at a time when busi- 
ness showed signs of improving. The 
trouble ‘between the contractors and 
workmen may not prove of as long dura- 
tion as was at first expected, however, as 
moves are being made by interested out- 
side interests to bring about arbitration 
by local judges of the difficulties which 
have arisen. 





New Jersey Drug and Pharmacy Bills. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Trenton, N. J., April 8, 1915 

A bill prohibiting ‘“‘counter prescribing” 
by pharmacists and druggists and a State 
narcotic sales recording and _ restriction 
measure, similar to the Boylan law of 
New York State, have been introduced 
into the New Jersey Legislature at Tren- 
ton and are meeting with determined op- 
position on the part of the New Jersey 
Drug Clerks’ Association. The anti-coun- 
ter prescribing bill was introduced by 
Senator Barber and was known originally 
as Senate bill 154. It has already been 
passed by both houses of the New Jersey 
Legislature and now awaits only the sig- 
nature of Governor Fielder to make it a 
law. The Drug Clerks’ Association has 
petitioned the Governor to withhold his 
approval. A parliamentary wrangle has 
recently developed im the State Senate 
over the third reading of the State nar- 
ecotic sales restriction and recording bill, 
which was introduced into the upper 
house of the Jersey Legislature by Sen- 
ator McGinnis and which is known as 
Senate bill 94. An amendment has re- 
cently been added to the McGinnis bill, 
after the Senate’s Committee on Public 
Health had failed to have its unfavorable 
report thereon accepted by the Smnate as 
a whole, in order to insure a debate on 
its merits when it is called up for a third 
reading.

Canadian Oil Rates Inquiry. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Toronto, Can., April 7, 1915 

The Imperial Oil Company of Canada, 
with headquarters at Sarnia, and known 
here as an offshoot of the Standard, is 
asking for a reduction of the freight rates 
between Vancouver and Alberta points on 
the Canadian Pacific, Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific and Canadian Northern Railways. 
Hon. W. J. Hanna, Provincial Secretary 
for Ontario and member of the Ontario 
Cabinet, is counsel for the company and 
is urging the claim before the Dominion 
Railway Commission, the body which in 
Canada has many of the functions of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 

The Imperial people recently built a re- 
finery at Vancouver for the .British Co- 
lumbia, Alberta and Saskatchewan trade 
and also acquired control of important 
English producing and shipping compa- 
nies in the Peruvian oil field to supply 
the refinery. The railways urge that the 
long, hard haul over the Rockies war- 
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rants present rates between the coast and 
the prairies, 

The commission has heard all the ar- 
gument and reserved judgment.

Operation of Sherley Amendment of 
Food and Drugs Act. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, April 9, 1915. 

Announcement is made by the officials 
of the Department of Agriculture, who 
have to do with enforcing the food and 
drugs act, that some interesting results 
have been found from investigations of 
the sc-called ‘‘cures’’ for tuberculosis on 
the market. These investigations result 
from the activities of the department In 
enforcing the so-called “Sherley” amend- 
ment to the food and drugs law, which is 
directed against false representations re- 
garding the curative qualities of medi- 
cines, 

Another interesting feature of these dis- 
closures made by the department officials 
is that it touches upon a branch of so- 
called medical treatment by mail advices 
to patients and diagrams of symptoms, 
with the atiendant features of shipments 
of medicine by mail, which subject has 
been brought up in the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue under the provisions of 
the anti-narcotic law. 

The comments made by the officials of 
the Department of Agriculture as the re- 
sult of investigation as to the merits of 
so-cailed cures for tuberculosis are that 
while it has disclosed that some of these 
medicines have elements which afford 
temporary relief, there is nothing found 
which may properly be classified as a 
“cure” for tuberculosis. Attention is 
called by the officials that since the pas- 
saze of the “Sherley’’ amendment there 


is a tendency to label preparations as 
“remedies” instead of ‘“cures,’’ as former- 
lv they were calied. The officials say:— 


“In many however, they cannot 
even be regarded as remedies.” 
In the marketing of such preparations 


considerable ingenuity is frequently

shown. One of the main objects is to 
persuade the patient that he is receiving, 
at a comparatively low price, the indi- 
vidual attention of a trained specialist. 


For this purpose symptom blanks are em- 
ployed. These contain a number of ques- 
tions about the patient’s symptoms. After 
the patient has submitted his ‘diagnosis 
report’ he is urged to purchase a supply 
of the medicine. If he does so, he is ther 
urged to purchase more. If he states that 
he has experienced no beneficial effects 
he is told that he has not taken enough, 
and this process is likely to continue un- 
til the limits of his credulity have been 
reached. If, on the other hamd, he de- 
cided at the beginning not to purchase 
the medicine it is likely to be offered to 
him at successively lower prices until he 
is at last induced to believe that he can- 
not afford to ignore such a bargain. This 
is carried to such an extent that a “‘treat- 
ment,"’ the original price of which is $25, 
may be offered at the end of six months 
for $2.50.

Drug Trade Section Hears Report on 


° ° 
State Legislative Measures. 

An interesting report on developments 
in the New York State Legislature, set- 
ting forth in detail all the recently at- 
tempted amendments of the Boylan law, 
by which it has been sought to reconcile 
its provisions with those of the Harrison 
law and telling of the passage through 
both houses of the Chace bill, was submit- 
ted to the members of the Drug Trade 
Section of the New York Board of Trade 
and Transportation at the latest monthly 
meeting of that organization, held last 
Wednesday afternoon, and constituted the 
principal feature of this business session. 

This report, which was presented by the 
section’s Legislative Committee, of which 
Dr. Henry C. Lovis is chairman, told of 
the recent amendments of the Bloch bill 
and of its acceptance by the “‘reformers”’ 
and pharmacists alike as a compromise 
or substitute measure for the Whitney 
bill, with which to make the Boylan law 
conform to the Harrison law, and also 
explained that the principal purpose of the 
Chace bill was to exempt from the pres- 
ent sules restrictions numerous household 


drugs and toilet articles embraced in 
Schedule C ef the pharmacy law, which 
may now be retailed only by licensed 


storekeepers or by pharmacists and 


druggists This report was received by 
the section's members with a vote of 


thanks to the committee, but no action 
was taken upon it by the association.

New Lemon Oil Expressing Process. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, April 9, 1915. 

From Catania, Italy, information comes 
to the Commerce Department of a_ new 
chemical process just invented by Prof. 
Liotta, which is thought will revolution- 
ize the lemon-oil industry. Up to the 
present all chemical processes have 
caused changes in the properties and 
smell of the essence, but the new proc- 
ess is said not to affect the oil in amy 
way. 

The process is carried out as follows:— 
The lemons are mashed in a large recep- 
tacle, and an acid, the nature of which 
is kept secret, is added. This acid causes 
the essential oil to separate and rise to 
the surface, from which it is drawn off. 
A chemical reagent is then added to the 
acid mixture that liberates the acid and 
permits its recovery. The residue, con- 
sisting of lemon juice, pulp and peel, and 
foreign matter, is then.sold to citrate 
manufacturers. 

The new process will save about 2% 
per cent. more oil than the old hand proc- 
ess. The cost of extraction is only 2.3 
cents per 1,000 lemons and the process re- 
quires only 22 minutes. It is thought that 
this time will be reduced to 12 minutes 
when the process has been further per- 
fected and under commercial operation.

Receipts have averaged about 7,000 
bushels daily, and about that amount has 
been withdrawn from. private bins for 
crushing every day. There was a slight 
addition to public elevator stocks, due 
to the fact that line elevator companies 
shipped some country seed to their ter- 
minal house because of the very slack 
demand and low prices prevailing, com- 
pared with the May future. The position 
of the September future is favorable for 
carrying the seed and under the circum- 
stances it was a business proposition to 
take the seed into a terminal house and 
earn the carrying charge rather than sell 
at prices prevailing. , ; rn 
The future are holding in a narrow 
range. Domestic news continues bullish, 
but the Argentine situation and the fact 
that there is a boatload of domestic seed 
loaded at Buffalo for shipment to Duluth 
should an opportunity arise is holding the 
speculative element in chick. Until the 
Argentine crop has been taken care of in 
one way or another there is nothing to 
justify a further advance in domestic 
prices, though a sharp advance later in 
the season is very likely. Cash seed is 
selling at 2c. under Duluth May in Minne- 
apolis, which will allow of elevator com- 
panies coming into the market for of- 
ferings, but so far they have not done so. 
Whether the crushers would view their 
buying with unconcern or not is a mat- 
oar in abeyance. 
wr eee 5 per cent. of the seed that came 
in here during the past week was choice 
quality. Minnesota and South Dakota 
seed is being reshipped to Duluth right 
along, as buyers here are not interested 
in such stuff at all. In fact, some of 
the choice North Dakota seed has been 
carried over from day to day during the 
week owing to the limited buying. It is 
about the first time that such a thing 
happened om this_ crop. There is very 
little Montana seed offered. Receipts are 
holding up better than expected. By 
this time it was thought that only a few 
scattering carlots would be coming for- 
ward, but the movement is just about as 
heavy as it was a year ago, though dupli- 
eatiens in reshipments to Duluth must be 
taken into consideration this year more 
than last year. Line elevator companies 
continue to report very light farm deliv- 
eries, and it puzzles the trade to know 
just where all of the seed is coming from. 
There is no trade in to arrive seed. By 
waiting a short time the shipper can put 
the seed im transit for Duluth and get 
full May price for it, while it is selling at 
a discount at present. : 
There is nothing further reported in re- 
gard to seeding. Farmers continue to 
say that owing to the high prices pre- 
vailing for other grains it would be fool- 
hardy to sow flaxseed, but a readjust- 
ment of foreign conditions may lead to a 
sudden shift in these ideas, as there will 
undoubtedly be a high flaxseed market 
onee the Argentine crop has been ab- 
sorbed. This high level may be attained 
before the next crop is ready to move. 
Naturally there are a few ‘farmers that 
would be wise enough to look that far 
ahead.

Buyers are taking enough stuff to 
keep running, and will mot amticipate 
needs unless they get supplies at a very 
reasonable price. There is a_ moderate 
inquiry for oil to be shipped during the 
summer, but bids are out of line and‘the 
crushers are not pressing the market 
with offerings on that basis. There is a 
fair jobbing demand right along, although 
the usual spring improvement in the job- 
bing trade is slow in developing. Shipping 
directions on old and maturing orders are 
coming forward promptly in the main. 

The output of the local mills is very 
light. Crushers are not running more 
than 30 per cent. of the capacity owing to 
the very slack demand for oil, meal and 
cake. This by-product proposition has

considerable to do with the selling of oil 
at present, and unless the market for 
meal or cake shows more stability the 
crushers will not be anxious for oil to be 
shipped more than sixty days ahead. Few 
of them care to take a chance on a sharp 
slump in meal prices, though none of 
them look for any drastic drop in values. 
No doubt if there was a better market for 
meal there would be some fair-sized sales 
of oil for shipment as late as next Sep- 
tember. 

Prices range around 58c. One company 
is reported as offering stuff at 57c. 


LINSEED OIL MEAL. 


The meal market is sluggish and fea- 
tureless and the undertone of the market 
is easy. Buyers are not interested in any 
large lots and the sales of small lots 
total very moderate. The general situa- 
tion is quiet. Farmers in all directions 
seem to be doing very little feeding, prob- 
ably because of the better forage 
weather. As far as can be learned, the 
trade in cottonseed meal seems to have 
little bearing on the situation. Prices of 
cottomseed meal are nearly as high as 
those prevailing for linseed meal, and the 
movement of the former in this direction 
must have fallen off sharply. There is 
no demand for deferred meal. Buyers 
want what stuff they purchase shipped 
promptly. As yet there has been no im- 
portant accumulation of meal here, but 
unless the outlet broadens some there is 
likely to be. Shipping directions on ma- 
turing sales are prompt, but contracts 
are very light and not nearly enough to 
take care of the output of the mills. 
Prices quoted at $30.50@31.50. 


LINSEDD OIL CAKE. 


Nothing was heard from foreign buy- 
ers of cake, and there was no interest 
shown by Eastern brokers. Last bids 
were entirely teo low to consider and 
there has been no improvement reported. 
Sceme cake is still waiting at ports for 
boats, but most of it has been cleaned 
up. Some stuff has been held up in tran- 
sit, and claims will be made against the 
British Government on account of the 
seizures or the delay in forwarding. The 
general situation regarding cake is devoid 
of feature, as far as possibilities of fresh 
business are concerned.

THE DULUTH MARKET.

The flax market’s ups and downs, as 
shown in the accompanying table of 
prices for the past six trading days, rep- 
resent only the immediate needs, or lack 
of them, of crushers, and show no in- 
dulgence in speculation, which is pretty 
nearly an unknown quantity in this mar- 
ket at the present time.

That the crushers have char- 
tered several steamers for the bringing 
of flax from the Southern republic there 
is no doubt. The manager of one com- 
pany im Buffalo was here this week and 
said that his concern has several cargoes 
on the way and a few more to start soon, 
So that point is settled. He evidently en- 
tertains no doubt as to getting a good 
enough supply, even if there is no seed 
grown in this country this year. He 
pointed to the fact that four years ago, 
when the price of flax here was abnor- 
mally high, his firm, among others, 
brought flax from Argentina and even 
Calcutta, transporting it to the mills in 
bag at less cost than they could take 
Ww estern seed East. He expects the same 
thing to happen again. 

The fluctuations appearing in the Du- 
luth market this week have been chiefly 
affected by the Buenos Aires market.

British Columbia Kelp Industry. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


; Washington, April 9, 1915. 

From Victoria, British Columbia, comes 
the information that a bill has been in- 
troduced in the Legislature there relating 
to the licensing and regulation of kelp- 
reduction works in the Province, pro- 
viding for an annual license fee of $# 
and placing the regulation of such enter- 
prises under the jurisdiction of the Com- 
missioner of Fisheries. Influential men 
are planning the promotion of a kelp-re- 
duction plant in that vicinity, and, while 
details are not ready to be divulged as 
yet, an announcement of the extent of the 
project may be expected soon. The re 
port further says:— 

The value of kelp as fertilizer has beet 
known for a long time. In European cout- 
tries and along the Atlantic and parts of the 
Pacific coast of America seaweed has been 
more or less extensively used ag fertilizer. In 
Japan seaweed is put to many uses. 

The fertilizing value of kelp is attributable 
chiefly to its potash, and in some small part 
to its phosphate content. Seaweeds also com 
tain definite small quantities of iodine, al- 
though this probably does not increase theif 
value as fertilizers. In view of the great cost 
of potash fertilizers, due to the increasing de- 
mand and the monopoly held by the Stassfurt 
syndicate, other sources of potash have been 
sought. The most promising of these are the 
giant kelp beds along the western coast of 
North America. Analysis of the kelp in the 
Nanaimo district reveals 30 per cent. of potas 
sium and 0.16 per cent. of iodine. A _ single 
bed in the Nanaimo district will yield 132 tons 
of dry material, with a product of 40 tons of 
potassium, valued at $1,600. 


Wyoming Oil Field. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, April 9, 1915. 

Reference is made in a brief statemen! 
issued by the United States Geological 
Survey. of investigations in the Moor 
croft oil field in Wyoming. Following @ 
former report regarding this investiga 
tion, the officials now say:— 

The presence of oil in this field has beet 
known for at least a quarter of a century, and 
many wells have been drilled in the hope @ 
developing a commercial pool, but in om 
eeven of these wells has oil been found in ay 
preciable amounts The amount of money 
which has been invested in prospecting and 
trying to develop the Moorcroft field is estl- 
mated at about $200,000, which is perhaps 
$199,000 more than has ever been realized from 
sales of the oil. As the field has been thor 
oughly prospected it probably will never have 
any great production,

Some of the producers of important 
materials already report a better call 
for stocks from consumers and say de- 
mand is not any below normal. This 
statement applies to such important 
basic materials as white lead and zinc 
oxide. Lithopone also is in fairly good 
demand with domestic grades showing 
qa wider outlet. The oil market is not 
active and this applies to linseed oil 
and the other oils which are used in 
the paint and allied trades. During 
the week there was a decided improve- 
ment in the market for spirits of tur- 
pentine and for all grades of rosins 
and this was shown in higher market 
quotations for these materials. The 
dry color market does not show much 
ac tivity and some selections are report- 
ed as slow. Yellow prussiate of potash, 
which is used in the making of certain 
dry colors, is holding at abnormal lev- 
els and has a depressing effect upon 
these colors. The freight situation has 
had marked influence upon many im- 
ported materials, not only by increas- 
ing the cost laid down in domestic 
markets, but also because arrivals 
have been restricted in volume by the 
lack of shipping room. English chalk 
is one of the items affected by the 
shipping situation, but sellers are now 
quoting on nearby shipments, though 
offers of French chalk are not made. 
Varnish gums are also scarce becausi 
arrivals have been comparatively 
small. A review of the linSeed oil and 
naval stores markets will be found on 
pages 21 and 23, respectively. On page 
12 there is a complete report on the 
flaxseed situation. A report on alcohol 
will be found under the drug market. 
Comment on the important items in 
the paint trade follows:— 

LEAD, ZINC AN DPIGMENTS., 

PIG LEAD.—There was no further 
changes in the prices quoted for pig 
lead this week and the former level of 
4.20c, per pound still holds good at New 
York. At St. Louis the market quota- 
tion is given at 4.15c. per pound. De- 
mand was not active, but export in- 
quiry was in evidence, and if these in- 
quiries are turned into sales the mar- 
ket will no doubt be strengthened. Do- 
mestic buyers are not prominent at 
present. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC 
ATE).—Basic carbonate is in a rela- 
tively good position, for while some 
paint materials are reported as being 
quiet, corroders report a good call for 
their product, both on old orders and 
in the way of new business. This ap- 
plies to the dry product and to white 
lead ground in oil. With an improve- 
ment in weather conditions a still more 
active market is looked for. The mar- 
ket is described as steady in price with 
dry white lead held at 54c. per pound 
and white lead in oil at 6%c. per pound. 


CARBON- 


These quotations refer to round lots 
with the customary advances. for 
smaller amounts. 3ids were opened 


this week for furnishing 100,000 pounds 
of white lead in oil to the Canal Com- 
mission. The low bid was on a basis 
of 5.55¢. per pound. In this connec- 
tion it is worthy of mention that the 
Government issued new specifications 
on white lead on the first of March, 
superseding those formerly in effect 
and which were established on Decem- 
ber 1, 1913. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—Jobbing demand for basic 
sulphate is reported and sales of such 
lots are made on a basis of 54c. per 
pound. On round lots the market price 
is retained at 5c. per pound. There is 
4 good movement against old contracts 
and total consuming demand is said 
to be up to normal standards. The 
firm position of the metal market is 
keeping quotations for the pigment 
steady.

The spelter market con- 
tinues to be a factor in the market for 
zincs and as long as the manufactur- 
ers are forced to pay high prices for 
their raw materials there is no chance 
for a return to normal conditions for 
the oxides.

BLUES. 


There has been a good cail for Ber- 
lin blue recently and arrivals from 
abroad have been larger and have gone 
for the most part direct to consumers. 
The market for yellow prussiate of po- 
tash continues to be a factor in the 
values quoted for many grades of blue 
and the latter has held about un- 
changed through the period under re- 
view though weakness was in evidence 
in the early part of the week. Solu- 
ble blue is meeting with a fair re- 
quest from buyers but is firm in price 
because of higher producing costs. 
The lower grades of ultramarine are 
dull and demand is slow but the me- 
dium and higher grades are moving 
freely and there is some call for the 
imported grades. Quotations for ul- 
tramarine range from 4c. to 22c. per 
pound, according to grade.

TALC.—A report from Canada re- 
garding tale in the Kingston district 
says that this material is found in On- 
tario Province only. There are two 
mines in active operation and the an- 
nual production is about 12,000 tons. 
The value of the crude mineral is 
about $2 per ton at the mine, while 
the ground tale from the mill aver- 
ages $8 to $10 per ton. A mill at Madoc 
and a smaller one near Eldorado grind 
the crude tale and prepare it for the 
market. Most of the finished product 
finds a market in the United States, a 
large proportion being consumed by 
the paper trade. Imported grades of 
tale are in steady demand, with the 
toilet trade as the chief buyer. The 
market for tale is rather quiet, with 
market quotations at $9@18 for domes- 
tic $15@20 for French and $18@30 for 
Italian. 

WHITING.—Manufacturers are find- 
ing a good market for their product 
and are making regular deliveries 
against old orders. Some grinders are 
finding no trouble in supplying their 
trade, while others are said to be suf- 
fering from a scarcity of raw material. 
Both the rubber and paint trades are 
interested in the market and are tak- 
ing supplies. Market prices have been 
held at comparatively low levels by 
sellers considering the uncertain posi- 
tion of the chalk market. 

GLUES. 

The market for glues does not vary 
much from week to week, and during 
the period under review there was lit- 
tle of importance to report. Condi- 
tions in general are quiet and there is 
no active trading in any grade of glue, 
either of domestic or foreign origin. 
imports wre noted with regularity and 
considering conditions abroad the 
amount of glue which has_ been 
brought into this country in recent 
months has been large. Some of the 
consuming trades in this country are 
not taking normal amounts of glue, 
but in this respect there has been an 
improvement since the first of the 
year. Some of the specialty glues are 
in good demand and sellers are report- 
ed to be well sold ahead, but in gen- 
eral consumption has not been entirely 
satisfactory. Prices for glues vary ac- 
cording to grade and also according 
to seller. 

VARNISH GUMS. 

There is a good demand for varnish 
gums for prompt delivery, and holders 
of contracts are not pleased with the 
way delivery has been delayed in many 
cases. Shippers are still having trouble 
getting stocks to this country owing 
to the scarcity of vessels. One import- 
er says the cost of transportation has 
not gone up to any extent recently, 
tnough present rates are much above 
normal, as they have been for some 
time, but the main trouble is in get- 
ting cargo room. The higher grades of 
kauri gum are not plentiful and ar- 
rivals of Kauri have been mainly of 
the lower grades. Some call is report- 
ed for manjak and stocks were re- 
ceived this week from the primary 
market. A price list for gums will be 
found on page 39 of the wholesale 
prices current.

WINDOW GLASS. 


There has been but little improve- 
ment in demand for window glass and 
there is some discussion among manu- 
facturers regarding the length of 
time it will be necessary to close their 
plants in order to keep production on a 
level with consuming demands. At 
present there is very little glass being 
produced, but stocks are large and it 
will take a good buying movement to 
reduce holdings. Jobbers are also well 
supplied and are not ready to replenish 
supplies until they have disposed of 
the stocks they are now carrying. An 
improvement in buying would quickly 
change the complexion of the market 
and a good deal depends upon con- 
sumption in the next month or so. A 
report has pust come to hand covering 
the demand for glass in Japan. This

Rittman Process Development, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, April 9, 1915. 

The only developments of any interest 
with respect to progress on the Rittman 
process for obtaining hydrocarbons, gaso- 
line, from crude oil during the past 
week have which 
brought here by officials of the United 
States Bureau of Mines, who have been 
in Pittsburgh, to the effect that rapid 
progress is being made in preparing for 
the test plant being installed im that city 
to operate this system upon a commercial 
basis. According to the opinion expressed 
by these officials, who have been closely 
connected with the operations, within a 
week or ten days this process will be 
operating on a scale sufficient to demon- 
strate absolutely what can be accom- 
plished. 

Witi respect to a test of the system in 
gasoline distillation no progress has been 
made during the week, and the Bureau 
of Mines officials are still engaged in con- 
ferences with oil refiners, looking to a 
commerciai test of this system.

Stockholders of the Texas Company, 
at a special meeting to be held at 
Houston, Texas, on May 1, will vote 
on a proposal to increase the capital 
stock of the company from $30,000,000 
to $37,000,000. It is proposed, according 
to A, C. Lufkin, president of the com- 
pany, to offer $6,000,000 of the new 
stock to the shareholders and the 
other $1,000,000 to the employes of the 
company. 


The property of the Atlantic Phos- 
phate and Oil Corporation will be sold 
at public auction by the receivers on 
‘April 16 and 20. On the former date 
the Promised Land plant and eighteen 
steamers and one barge will be sold at 
Riverhead, Long Island, and on the 
latter date the plant at Tiverton, R. 
I., will be sold at Providence, R. I. 
An upset price of $400,000 has been 
placed on the property. 


From Japanese authority there has 
been received at the Commerce Depart- 
ment a reference to the demand in 
Japan for imported paints. This re- 
port says that imported paints of Eng- 
lish production are now quoted at 
$13.70 per 112 pounds, with the domes- 
tic paints quoted at $12.45 per 112 
pounds. These quotations are given as 
being about 10 per cent. higher than 
ruled before the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war. 


Secretary Carpenter, of the Manu- 
facturing Perfumers’ Association of 
the United States, has announced that 
the twenty-first annual meeting of 
the association will be held on April 
27, 28 and 29, at the Biltmore Hotel, 
New York city, where arrangements 
have been made for the business ses- 
sions and ample accommodations re- 
served. The members have been urged 
to rally to the occasion, as many sub- 
jects of particular interest will be pre- 
sented, 


The Sun Company 
has purchased the tank steamship 
Santa Rita from the United States 
Shipping Company and will add it to 
the company’s fleet of steamships, 
carrying crude petroleum between Sa- 
bine, Tex., and Philadelphia, The Santa 
Rita has been in service on the Pacific 
Coast for a number of years and will 
be brought to the Atlantic Coast with- 
in a few weeks. She is 430 feet long, 
43.7 feet beam and 39.4 feet deep. She 
registers 3,862 tons net and 5,273 tons 
gross. She was built at Cleveland in 
1902. 


Calling attention to the general con- 
dition throughout the world with re- 
spect to synthetic indigo, a_ report 
which reaches the Commerce Depart- 
ment from Hongkong mentions the 
activities of German agents of dye 
manufacturers to secure indigo in 
China. Of course, these activities to a 
large extent ended with the beginning 
of the war in Europe. The high prices 
of indigo, however, the Hongkong re- 
port says, have led to a revival of Chi- 
nese production of indigo, but no esti- 
mate is given as to the probable pro- 
duction,

Arguments were heard in the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals at New 
York last week on the appeal of the 
Wilson Remover Company from the de- 
cision of the trial term in favor of the 
Chadeloid Chemical Company, sustain- 
ing the charge of infringement by the 
Wilson Remover Company of the Ellis 
paint and varnish remover patent. F. 
P. Fish was associated with W. H. 
Swenarton as counsel for the Wilson 
Remover Company, while F. S. Duncan 
represented the Chadeloid Chemical 
Company. The attorneys were hopeful 
for a decision in the course of a month. 


OIL PAINT AND DRUG REI’ORTER 


The sudden death has been an- 
nounced of Arthur T. Begley, of Chi- 
cago, who had been identified with the 
white lead and linseed oil industries 
for more than forty years. He was 
sixty-three years of age. Mr. Begley 
became associated with the Chicago 
White Lead Company in 1872 and, after 
a service of seventeen years, joined 
the National Linseed Company. He 
was later identified with the American 
Linseed Company. For the last eight 
years he has been with John W. Hirst, 
under the name of Hirst & Begley, lin- 
seed oil grinders, and has also con- 
ducted a business as a manufacturers’ 
representative. 

The United States District Court at 
Chicago has granted a permanent in- 
junction, with damages and costs, to 
the Elliott Varnish Company in its ac- 
tion against Sears-Roebuck & Co., 
charging infringement of its trade- 
mark, “‘Roof Leak,’’ as applied to roof 
paints, by use of the name “Never 
Leak” by the defendant. The court's 
decree established complainant’s ex- 
clusive right to the use of “‘Roof Leak”’ 
or words of similar import as a trade- 
mark for liquid roofing paint or coat- 
ing, and held that defendant had in- 
fringed the name by use of ‘Never 
Leak,’’ as well as by simulating the 
labels and advertising matter of the 
complainant. 


Richardson, a prominent 
citizen of Newcastle, Pa., died at his 
home in that city on March 26. Mr. 
Richardson was eighty-two years old. 
He was well known and highly re- 
spected in Lawrence county. He was 
a successful merchant, having been in 
the drug business for many years. He 
received high honors politically. He 
was Mayor of Newcastle, also sheriff 
of Lawrence county. Mrs. Richard- 
son, three sisters and two sons sur- 
vive. One of the sons, A. G. Richard- 
son, is a well-known figure in the drug 
world. Mr. Richardson is vice-presi- 
dent and general manager of the J. 
Hungerford Smith Company of Roch- 
ester. Another son, E. M. Richardson, 
occupies a prominent position with the 
Sherwin-Williams Company of Cleve- 
land.

Chace Bill About to Become a Law. 


Having by both houses of 
the New York State Legislature, the 
Chace bill, introduced into the Assembly 
two months ago by Assemblyman W. W. 
Chace, of Columbia county, at the re- 
quest of the State Board of Pharmacy 
and Board of Regents, now awaits only 
the signature of Governor Whitman to 
become a State law. This measure, which 
seeks to amend the State pharmacy law 
im several particulars, has as its princi- 
pal object the exemption from retail sales 
restrictions of numerous household drugs 
and toilet goods which hitherto could be 
sold legally only by licensed storekeepers 
or by licensed pharmacists or druggists. 

With the enactment of this measure all 
classes of merchants will be permitted to 
dispense freely many articles now men- 
tioned in Schedule C of the pharmacy law 
as among the commodities salable by 
licensed storekeepers. Because of a mis- 
taken conception of this bill's purpose it 
was recently opposed by a few food man- 
ufacturers, but all opposition to the meas- 
ure has now been withdrawn and it is 
expected that the Governc> will approve 
it within a few days. 

The Chace bill now opens the door to 
the unrestricted sale at retail by al] mer- 
chants of codliver oil, vaseline, oil of 
origanum, oil of spike (lavender flowers). 
flaxseed, rock candy, bitter color, malt 
extract, extract of beef, compounds of 
beef, iron and wine, quinine pills, cathar- 
tic pills, seidlitz powders, bay rum, per- 
fumes, toilet water, turmeric, talcum 
powder, composition powder, porous plas- 
ters, court plasters, gum arabic and lithia 
water. These goods are now included in 
the group of articles which licensed store- 
keepers, alone among lay merchants, are 
privileged to dispense. 

Remaining in Schedule C, however, 
alvm, ammonia water, bicarbonate of 
soda, borax, gum camphor, castor oil, 
cream of tartar, dyestuffs, essence of pep- 
permint, essence of wintergreen, non- 
poisonous flavoring. essences or extracts, 
glycerine, licorice, olive oil, sal ammoniac, 
saltpeter, sal soda, Epsom salt, Rochelle 
salts, sulphur. petroleum jellies, extract 
of witch hazel and copperas. 

Among other changes proposed in 
Chace bill is an amendment im the ‘“ap- 
prentice clause’ of section 235 of the 
pharmacy law, whith makes this clause 
read as follows:— 

Apprentices and Employes.—Every person 
over fifteen years of age that shall enter a 
pharmacy or drug store with the intention of 
becoming a pharmacist or druggist, shall pay 
the registration fee of $1 and receive a cer- 
tificate as a registered apprentice in accord- 
ance with the rules. 

The Chace bill also strikes 
paragraph under section 238 of the phar- 
macy law, under the title ‘prescriptions 
of opium, morphine and ‘chloral,’’ because 
it is in conflict with the provisions of the 
Bovlan law. 

Still another of the minor changes made 
in the pharmacy law by the Chace bill is 
a correction of the ‘violations and pen- 
alties’’ clause of section 240 of that law, 
which makes that clause read: 

Violations and Penalties.—Any person that 
violates any of the provisions of this article 
who is not criminally prosecuted, on complaint 
of the board, as for a misdemeanor, shall for- 
feit to the people of the State of New York 
the sum of $50 for every such violation, which 
may be paid to the board or sued for and re- 
covered in the name of the people of the State 
of New York in an action brought therefor by 
the Attorney-General. 

An amendment is also made by the 
Chace bill to that portion of the ‘‘viola- 
tions and penalties’’ clause of section 240, 
beginning “In construing and enforcing

the provisions,’ etc., so as to make this 
poition read as follows:— 

In construing and enforcing the provisions of 
this article, the word ‘“‘person’’ shall import 
both the plural and singular, and shall include 
corporations, companies, partnerships, socie- 
ties and associations, gnd the act, omission or 
failure of any officer, agent or other employe, 
acting for or employed by any person within 
the scope of his authority or employment shall 
in every case be the act, omission or failure 
of the person, as well as that of the officer, 
agent or other employe, and such person shall 
be equally liable for violations of this article. 

Still other changes in the pharmacy law 
sec forth in the Chace bill insert the 
words “or drug store’ in paragraphs 4 
and 6 of section 233, after the word ‘‘phar- 
macy.’ wherever it occurs, and also in 
serts the words “or druggist’ after the 
word ‘pharmacist.’ The Chace bill also 
eliminates the “apprentice and_ store- 
keeper clauses” in paragraph 6 of section 
233, as new provisions for these classes of 
persons are made in this measure, and 
deletes the paragraph under “rules of the 
board,’’ mentioning examinations for reg- 
istration as apprentice and storekeeper, 
as no such examinations are provided for 
in the law 


New Development in Chace Bill. 


As we go to press we learn that, at the 
urgent request of representatives of the 
licensed storekeepers of this State the 
Chace bill has been withdrawn from the 
Governor, to whom it had been referred 
for approval after its passage by the As- 
sembly and Senate, by a concurrent reso- 
lution of both houses of the State Legis- 
lature. The licensed storekeepers have 
opposed this measure under the mistaken 
impression that its provisions would de- 
prive them of the right to dispense the 
articles which the bill sought to with- 
draw from Schedule C of the pharmacy 
law. It is now umderstood that the bill 
will be returned to the Legislature, and, 
after being amended so as to satisfy the 
licensed storekeepers, will be repassed by 
that body before the adjournment of its 
present session. 
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Refining Vegetable Oils. 

BASKERVILLE OUTLINES 
METHOD OF REFINING OILS 
SCALE—SAVING OF TIME 
COMPLETE EXTRACTION 


POSSIBLE. 


PROFESSOR 
RAPID 
ON LARGE 
AND MORE 
FROM FOOTS 


At the regular meeting of the New York 
section of the American Chemical So- 
held April 9, Prof. Charles Basker- 
ville outlined and demonstrated a practi- 
cal method of refining oils. Professor 
Baskerville stated that the impurities 
found in crude oils might either be re- 
moved by coagulation, which would re- 
quire only a process of heating; by the 
employment of electrolytes, or by im- 
pregnation with a form of inflated cellu- 
lose and subsequent filtration. Professor 
Baskerville’s method is based on the last- 
named process of removing impurities. 

He pointed out that in the refining 
methods usually employed on a large 
seale the treated crude oli was permitted 
to stand for several hours, usually about 
eight, and after separation had taken 
wiace the clear. supernatant liquid was 
syphoned off and thus separated from the 
foots. The oil thus collected is usvallv 
cloudy, and filtration with fuller’s earth 
ig resorted to in order to further clarify 
the oil. 

Dr. Baskerville stated that in rush sea- 
sons the proper time could not be al- 
lowed for a complete separation of the 
oil. and the foots therefore contain con- 
siderable oil, which in the long run 
amouiits to a considerable item, and he 
therefore felt that it would be dsirable 
to devise a rapid method of separation. 

The method demonstrated at the meet- 
ing follows:—A definite amount of crude 
cottonseed oil was mixed in a _ suitable 
vessel with a definite quantity of a treat- 
ed cellulose (paper pulp), after which a 
known quantity of caustic soda solution 
was added. This mixture was brought to 
a temperature most suitable for the oil 
being retined, the range for the various 
oils being from 45 to 60 degrees C. The 
mixture was stirred with an egg beater 
while being heated until the proper con- 
sistency was obtained, and it was then 
poured on a cloth filter covered with a 
sheet of filter paper. Suction was applied 
ane the filtrate appeared clear and of the 
proper color. 

it was pointed out that. through ad- 
mixture with the alkalized cellulose, 
there was an opportunity for the oil to 
become partially saponified and the soap 
formed would emulsify the oil and make 
it difficult to separate the latter prov- 
erlv. In order to overcome this difficulty 
anhydrous sodium carbonate or sodium 
sulphate, may be added to the mixture, 
and by their ability to take up water and 
thus harden the soaps formed, presum- 
ably by dehydration, they render separa- 
tion of this soap by filtration possible. 

The cellulose acts as an absorbent of 
coloring matter and later gives an op- 
pertunity to squeeze the remaining oil out 
of the residue remaining on the filter. 
Tt also serves the purpose of distribut- 
ing the alkali throughout the oil, the 
alkali being used to neutralize the free 
acid present in the crude oil. 

The residue on the filter is pressed into 
a cake and can be used for soav powder. 
This cake, of course. contains impurities 
as well as the cellulose used in the re- 
fining process. The latter substance is 
only preseht to the extent of about 4 per 
cent and seems to place no difficulties 
in the way of using this cake for soap 
purposes. 

Dr. Baskerville stated that this process 
of refining can be used on a commercial 
scale with profit, and cited an instance 
where 10,000 pounds of crude oil had been 
retined by this method in twenty minutes. 

In his experiments with various oils 
Professor Baskerville found that by em- 
ploving his method of refining a saving 
of 1.4 per cent. was effected in a cotton- 
seed oil containing 7 per cent. of free 
fatty acid; a saving of 7% per cent. was 
effected in a scrap oil containing 11% per 
cent of free fatty acid: a savine of 1 ner 
cent. was effected in a corm oil contain- 
ing 2 per cent. of free fattv acid: a say- 
ing of 8 per cent. was effected in a sova 
bean oil containing 3.8 per cent. of free 
fatty acid, and a saving of 2.25 per cent.

To test a varnish oil, heat a sample in a test tube to 
600° Fahrenheit, allow to stand quietly for about twelve 
hours at normal room temperature. A satisfactory oil 
should show no haze when hot nor any specks after 
standing. Good authorities state that one which shows 
specks tends to cause pitting of varnish.

LINSEED OLL. 
The market for linseed oil held very 


steady in the interval and, while some 
sellers were reported to have done 
business at 58c. and at 58%c. in the 
early part of the week, they were firm 
at 59c. at the close. Crushers say the 
quotation of 59c. was strong and they 


were not willing to go far ahead at 
that price. There was a good inquiry 
for oil at 58e. in the latter part of the 
week and some good sized lots could 
have been sold had sellers been willing 
to accept orders at that figure. These 
bids were not accepted, however, and 
there was no sign of weakness in the 


firm position of crushers. On shipments 
a premium of one-half cent per gallon 
is asked for each month celivery is de- 
ferred. Oil values have been strength- 


ened by the falling off in values for 
cake. Demand for oil was not active, 
but several large buyers are said to be 


looking for a favorable opportunity to 


cover future wants. The jobbing trade 
is rather slow, but is expected to pick 
up with the increase in outdoor work. 


Foreign markets have been holding 
steady and, with the exception of Am- 
sterdam, there was nothing to indicate 
a falling off from current prices. The 
latter market was easy.four some days, 


but recovered earlier losses by the end 
of the week and at present the for- 
eign situation appears strong. 


There was very little activity in the 
Duluth flaxseed market during the in- 


terval and price fluctuations were 
within a narrow range. Seed receipts 
in the Western markets for some time 
have been too small to have any in- 


fluence on the bearish side of the mar- 
ket, and interest has rested more in 
Argentine seed, and four steamers 
reached the local market this week 
from the Argentine with flaxseed on 
board. Prices for this seed are said to 
be a little lower, owing to better ship- 
ping terms, but the variations in quota- 
tions have not been large. Shipments 
from the Argentine this week were 
292,000 bushels to this country, 375,000 
bushels to the United Kingdom and 
113,000 bushels to the Continent. The 
quality of Argentine seed is reported 
as good and compares favorably with 
domestic seed. One of the big factors 
in the seed market is the constant 
repetition of reports stating that the 
flax acreage will be cut down to a very 
large extent this year. This refers to 
the Canada acreage as well as to that 
of this country. It is a little too early 
to give full acceptance to such reports 
and much may happen between now 
and the close of the planting season, 
but these reports must have some foun- 
dation since they are so unanimous. 
Reports on the Western, Canadian and 
Buenos Aires markets from our own 
correspondents will be found on page 
12.

owing to the light consuming demand, 
it seems probable that most of the 
week’s business was of a professional 
nature. The absence of important de- 
velopments has dampened new inter- 
est in the market. Many trade opin- 
ions favor the bear side, but refined oil 
is now below the parity of crude oil in 
the South, and the advocates of lower 
local prices are not forcing the issue 
under such conditions. Crude supplies 
are usually small at this period of the 
year, and there are many in the trade 
who are convinced that the future 
movement of crude oil prices will exert 
relatively little influence on the course 
of refined oil values. Mills in the 
Southeast have maintained a fairly 
steady price range at 42@42%c. all 
week and a few scattered tanks have 
been sold at these figures. In the 
Valley and in Texas the market has 
averaged %c. and ic. a gallon lower, 
respectively, with very little business 
nected. There seems to be an inclina- 
tion to shade former estimates of the 
cotton seeding areas, rather than in- 
crease them. Several authorities sus- 
tain their former views of a 10 per 
cent. reduction, and if this is so there 
will probably be a big enough “carry- 
over” of refined oil to offset any cur- 
tailment in next season’s oil produc- 
tion. Some aythorities state that the 
la:gest “carryover” of refined oil in 
the history of the trade will be noted 
on September 1. Meanwhile, the specu- 
lative commitments in May and July 
are attracting attention. It is assert 
ed that refiners have more than enough 
oil to meet their contracts held by a 
multitude of miscellaneous interests.

CHICAGO LARD MARKET, 
(Special to Oil, aint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, April 8, 1915. 


The lard market at Chicago held within nar- 
row price jtimits during the past week, and 
aside trom the abnormaily large stocks of this 
product which are held here at the present 
time, there was no prominent feature in the 
trade. Business on the whole was akmost 
whoily protessional in character, there being 
few outsiders in the speculative market on 
even a moderate scale. Much of the trading 
during the week was in the way ot changing 
trom the nearby to more deierred options. The 
report of the Board of Trade registrar, issued 
at the beginning of the period under review, 
showed a to.al of 96,001 tierces new lard as 
held here, and of other lard 40,217 tierces, 
making a grand total of 136,818 tierces. These 


holdings compare with 100,042 tierces of all 
kinds on March 1, or a gain for the month of 
36,776 tierces. Holdings of lard at Chicago 


on April 1, 1914, were large, but fail to equal 
present stocks, there being at that time 150,047 
tierces, or 6,771 tierces less than were in the 
same positions on April 1 last. A fair export 
demand was in evidence during the week, and 
one order for 8,000 tierces was filled here for 
England. Exports for the week were placed 
at 10,011,000 pounds, as contrasted with 9,346,- 
v0 pounds during the preceding week. The 
amount exported during the week was nearly 
double the quantity for the corresponding pe- 
riod last year, during which time the exports 
totaled 5,372,000 pounds. Prices for futures 
closed 2%c. higher than ruled the previous 
week, the May option resting at the close of 
the week at $10.124%, and the July at $10.37%%. 
September option finished the week, after a 
light trade, at $10.624%. Cash lard closed about 
unchanged from a week ago after selling up 
and down about 1l5c. per hundred from this 
price. This unchanged condition arises from 
the fact that Chicago warehousemen are now 
willing to pay a very much smaller differential 
on cash lard under the May price, owing to 
the near approach of the May delivery date, 
25c. off May being now bid where sales were 
made last week as much ag 40c. off the May 
option price. Increasing stocks here has 
checked the cash demand from consumers, so 
that good quality off grade lard is still to be 
had at a material concession on speculative 
value. Round lots of prime steam lard fin- 
ished the week at $9.8744, or 25c. under the 
May option. Small lots on selling orders were 
quotable at about 27%@30c. under (May. Loose 
lard was in rather light supply and small de- 
mand, quotable Tic. off the May price. Leaf 
lard was in light supply and in only fair de- 
mand; quotable steady at $8.8744@9. Neutral 
was in comparatively small offering, with a 
limited inquiry. Prices ruled steady at $10.50 
@10.62% for No. 1, and $10@10.12% for No, 2.

‘‘Surrender Clauses” in Oil Leases 
May Be Enforced by Injunction. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reperter.) 
Washington, April 9, 1915. 


brought before the United 
States Supreme Court from the Federal 
court of the Eastern District of Illinois, 
the high tribunal in an unanimous de- 
cision, which was handed down on Mon- 
day by Mr. Justice Van Devanter, lays 
down the rule that oil leases in general 
use containing so-called “surrender 
clauses” are enforcible by injunction in 
the Federal courts. 

The decision in this case, which was 
that of Joseph F. Guffey and others, pe- 
titioners, against James A. Smith, and 
others, reversed a decree entered im the 
Circuit Court of the United States for the 
Eastern District of Illinois, and lays 
down a new rule with reference to sur- 
render clauses in oil leases. 


After a detailed account of the facts 
pertaining to the history of the case from 
its inception, the opinion then gives the 
points raised with respect to the surren- 
der clause in these Illinois oil leases:— 


“In its terms the prior lease of May 22, 
1%5, under which the complainants claim, 
substantially conforms to one in common 
use in unexplored territory, as is shown 
by the evidence in this case and by re- 
ported decisions in other cases. It re- 
cites that it was given in consideration of 
one dollar paid to the lessor and the cove 
nants and agreements of the lessee there- 
in set forth. It contains the usual words 
of grant and demise; runs to the lessee, 
Walton, his heirs and assigns; describes 
the purpose for which it was given as 
that of mining and operating for oil and 
gas and laying pipe lines and building 
tanks and other structures to take care 
of those substances when produced, and 
defines the terms for which it was to en- 
dure as five years from its date ‘amd as 
long thereafter as oil or gas or either of 
them is produced’ from the premises. The 
lessee covenants and agrees therein, first, 
to deliver to the lessor, free of cost, in 
the pipe line to which the wells may be 
connected the equal one-eighth part of 
all oil produced and saved from the 
premises; second, to pay one hundred dol- 
lars per year for the gas from each gas 
Well the product of which is marketed 
and used off the premises; third, to lo- 
cate all wells so as to interfere as little 
as possible with the cultivated portions 
of the land, and, fourth, to complete a 
well on the premises within nine months

within nine months or to pay a rental of 
twenty-five cents per acre per year, quar- 
terly in advance, for such time as the 
completion of the well was delayed be- 
yond that period, the delay, of course, not 
to extend beyond the primary term of five 
years. The terms of the covenant doubt- 
less were suggested by the undeveloped 
condition of the district and by the ex- 
pense and risk incident to exploring for 
oil and gas. They evidently were satis- 
factory to the lessor at the time, and the 
record discloses no reason for holding 
that in the circumstances they were un- 
reasonably liberal to the lessee. Some 
criticism is directed against the reserved 
option to surrender, but it is difficult to 
perceive how it could be declared inequt- 
table. If it was not exercised the lessee 
would be beyond his covenants, and if 
exercises the lessor would be free to deal 
with the premises as he chose. A sur- 
render was not to affect any existing lia- 
bility, but only to avoid those ‘‘thereafter 
to accrue.” A like clause is in the subse- 
quent lease, and, according to the evti- 
dence and several reported decisions, is 
of frequent occurrence in such _ instru- 
ments. We conclude that there is noth- 
ing in the terms of the lease which re- 
quires that equitable relief be withheld.” 

Then follows a formal statement of the 
court reversing the decree of the lower 
court, and holding that the District Court 
in Illinois must proceed according to the 
decision herein rendered and make ac- 
counting under the laws in accordance 
therewith.

Navy Department specifications 52L1b, 
issued March 1, 1915, superseding 52Lia, 


issued December 1, 1913, for white lead:— 

General.—l1. White lead shall be fur- 
nished dry or in oil, as specified, and 
shall conform to the following require- 
ments:— 

Quality.—2. To be as follows:— 

(a) White lead, dry.—The pigment shal! 
be pure hydrated carbonate of lead, free 
from all adulterants. The total acetate 
shall not be in excess of the equivalent of 
0.15 per cent. of absolute acetate acid. 

(b) White lead, in oil.—To be of the 
same quality as white lead dry, and be 
finely ground in at least 8.50 per cent., by 
weight, of pure raw linseed oil in accord- 
ance with the latest issue of Navy De- 
partment specifications for raw linseed 
oil. The material shall not contain more 
than 6.50 per cent. of moisture.

Tinting Test.—4. The tinting strength 
required in paragraph 3 will be compared 
to the standard sample of dry white lead 
as follows:—Ten grams of dry white lead 
will be thoroughly ground with ten_milli- 
grams of dry lampblack and a sufficient 
weight of raw linseed oil to reduce the 
lead to a paste form, and compared. with 
equal amount of standard white lead, dry 
lampblack and linseed oil ground in the 
same manner. Where no means are at 
hand for weighing in grams and milli- 
grams larger amounts may be used in the 
same proportion indicated above. 
When treated as above and placed along- 
side of the standard sample on a glass 
slide the tint of the lead under test shall 
not be darker than that of the standard 
sample.

Leaking Containers, tejection Of.—s. 
The department reserves the right to re- 
ject any delivery of white lead if any of 
the containers leak after delivery; pro- 
vided, however, that leakage is not due 
to improper handling of material orig- 
inally delivered in good condition.

five failures among manufacturers of 
drugs and chemicals and twenty-two 
among manufacturers of paint and oils. 
The liabilities of the former amounted to 
$43,820 and of the latter $996,378. Tor the 
same period in 1914 there were thirteen 
failures in the former classification and 
twelve failures in the latter. The liabili- 
ties of the former were $81,105 and of the 
latter $80,544, 

Among the wholesale dealers in chemi- 
cals and drugs the failured numbered 176, 
compared with 121 for the-corresponding 
period a year ago, and among the whole- 
sale dealers in paints and oils there were 
twenty failures in 1915 and eighteen fail- 
ures in 1914. The amounts involved in the 
former were $1,116,962 for 1915 and $242,762 
for 1914, and in the latter $896,804 in 1915 
and $135,061 in 1914, 

It is interesting to note that 
commercial failures for March were 
and for the corresponding period of the 
previous year 4,826. The liabilities in- 
volved in these failures amounted to $105,- 
103,335, compared with $83,221,828 for the 
corresponding time a year ago.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions, 


Orchil Liquor. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers sustained the protests of Innis, 
Speiden & Co. and A. Klipstein & Co., of 
New York, relating to the classification 
for duty of orchil liquor, used for dyeing 
purposes. The claim of the importers 
was for free entry under the tariff act of 
19 and 1918. The article in question was 
assessed at the rate of 15 per cent. ad 
vaiorem under the tariff of 1909, and at 
three-eighths of 1 cent per pound, as a 
sulfomated derivative of orchil, under the 
present law. The hoard decided that the 
product is the ‘‘orchil or orchil liquid’ 
referred to in the free lists of both tariffs. 


Bath Salt. 


Park & 'Tilford, New York, were over 
ruled in their claim for lower duty on an 
importation of merchandise consisting of 
a chemical salt or a chemical material 
to which there has been added some per- 
fume lt was returned by the appraiser 
as a toilet article under paragraph 67, act 
of 199, dutiable at © per cent. ad va- 
lorem. The claim was for duty as a me- 
dicinal preparation or a chemical mix- 
ture. According to the testimony of the 
witness for the importer, the article is a 
bath salt used for softening the water, 
with perfume added to it. Following the 
board’s ruling in a similar case, the pro- 
test was overruled.

in their claim for free entry of charred 
bone or animal black, but overruled in 
regard to the assessment of duty on mer- 
chandise invoiced as ‘‘decolorizing car- 
bon.’’

each case,

“We find from the evidence that neither 
the so-called animal black nor the de- 
colorizing carbon, as imported, is a pig- 
ment. It does appear, however, from un- 
contradicted statements of the witness 
testifying for protestants, that the mer- 
chandise covered by protest 750,846, relat- 
ing to animal black, is ground charred 
bone, and it therefore should have been 
admitted to free entry as claimed, but as 
to the decolorizing carbon covered by pro- 
test 759,957, it appears from the testimony 
of this same witness that it is bleaching 
black made from wood charcoal. It has 
therefore passed beyond the stage of 
charcoal and is not entitled to free en- 
try under the eo nomine provision there- 
for in paragraph 447, There being no spe- 
cific provision in the tariff act covering 
such merchandise, it. is properly classifi- 
abie as a non-enumerated manufactured 
article and subject to duty under para- 
graph 38 of the said tariff act. at the 
same rate as assessed by the collector,”

The ude market has been subjected 
to no rther quotable change since the 
decline in the Pennsylvania, Kentucky 
and (orning, O., oils noted in a sup- 
plem | report in the former issue. 
The ral market is on a none too 
steady basis at the current nominal 
figuré The week’s review of the 
Easte! fields reflects the disturbing 
influr and a decline is shown in 
completions in all sections except In- 
diana, where a gain of one well is re- 
ported. There was alsc a loss in new 
produ n. The current summary 
show 4 completions, 1,290 barrels of 
new production and 44 dry holes, as 
again 111 completions, 1,435 barrels 
of new laily production and 56 dry 
holes the former week. The best 
strike the week in review was a 150- 
barrel well in the Steubenville district 
of Wayne county, Kentucky, credited 
with coming in at 150 barrels the first 
day. Considerable interest is mani- 


fested in test operations, with the view 
of determining the possibilities of the 
territory near the recent wildcat com 
pletion in Edmonson county, twenty 
miles from an established district. The 
only noteworthy producer in West Vir- 
ginia was a well good for 100 barrels 
in the Weir sand development of Kana- 


wha county. One of the disappoint- 
ments of the week in the State was a 
duster in the Burning Springs district 
of Wirt county, practically condemn- 


ing any possible extension of the pro- 
ducing territory to the west. The most 
creditable completion in the Southwest- 
ern Ohio fields for the week was a 140- 
barrel well in Hocking county. In the 
shallow sand district prospects for de- 


veloping a new Berea grit pool in the 
Island Creek township of Jefferson 
county are less promising. 


The week's results in the Lima fields 
of Northwestern Ohio and Indiana have 


been without new interest or signifi- 
eance. In the Ohio end four new wells 
were drilled, coming in with a daily 
total of forty-five barrels. The best 
the Sullivan district of Indiana could 
furnish was a ten-barrel well, while 


two dusters were charged against the 


Riley district. Operations in Illinois 
were not marked by any noteworthy 
strikes Lawrence county was the 
mainstay of new production, 360 barrels 
as the initial daily total from four 
wells. 

The new Thrall field, Texas, is the 


center of interest in the Gulf coast di- 
vision. One of the late completions 
was credited with starting at 3,000 bar- 
rels a day, making the daily total for 


the field about 11,000 barrels from six 
producers. The wells drilled half a 
mile or more from the discovery well 
have all come in dusters, indicating 
that the pool will be small. A num- 
ber of tests are in progress to deter- 
mine the prospects of extending the

There has been little change in the 
mid-continent situation during the 
week. Better weather and the more fa- 
vorable condition of the roads have en- 
couraged more active tield operations, 
but no strikes of particular importance 
have been noted. Cushing develop- 
ments are of less threatening signifi- 
cance and the daily output js placed by 
our correspondent at 215,000 to 220,009 
barrels, with a declining tendency. New 
wells in excess of 5,000 barrels a day are 
now rare, Active buying of Cushing 
crude for leading refining interests is 
reported, strengthening the impressions 
that the pool has marked most 
creditable limits. Considerable dri'ling 
is in progress at’ Healdton and there is 
a rush to secure an outlet for the prod- 
uct. A hearing has been scheduled for 
April 9 for the complaints of the viola 
tion of the Oklahoma conservation law.

No new developments of 
particular interest have marked the 
foreign trade relations in the industry, 
but the lately-prevailing restrictions 
are sufficient to keep the export move- 
ment at a disadvantage. Our record 
of clearances from the local port from 
January 1 to March 29 shows a total of

of last year. There has been little ac- 
tivity in the local charter market dur- 
ing the week.

MID-CONTINENT PETROLEUM 
FIELD. 

(From _the Reporter's Fie]d Correspondent.) 

Independence, Kan., April 6, 1915. 

There is no change in conditions in the mid- 
continent field since a week ago, Better 
weather prevails and roads are now passable. 
Some drilling continues, but there is only a 
shadow of the activity of eighteen months ago. 
Big wells are still being drilled at Cushing, 
but there are no longer any eight to twelve 


thousand barrel gushers as there used to be, 
the biggest wells now starting at four to five 
thousand barrels a day. The Standard Oil 
Company, through some of its associates, is 
buying up all of the oil in storage at Cushing. 
It now owns fully half of the oil held in steel 
tanks. It is buying very few properties. The 
Standard seems to figure that it can better of- 
ford to buy oil on top of the ground and pay 
30 to 40 cents a barrel for it than it can to 
take the chances of buying producing properties 
that may ‘‘blow up’’ in a few months. The

Carter Oil Company, one of the Standard 
branches, now owns about 66 tanks in the 
field, and has contracts for the construction of 
75 more, White & Sinclair the past week sold 
seventy-five 55,000-barrel tanks full of oil to 
the Prairie, and is building about that num- 
ber more, which they will fill and sell. The 
price of crude holds steady at 40 cents, so far 
as the pipe line price is concerned, but prices 
far below this are said to prevail where oil is 
sold for common carrier delivery. Since the 
price of Eastern crude has gone down there 
is some fear that Western crude may decline 
also. The price of refined products has not 
changed any the past week. Gasoline is mov- 
ing more freely since spring weather came on, 
and the price is holding pretty steady at 6 cents 
f. o. b, refinery, Kansas freight equalized. 
Kerogene is weak at 1% to 1% cents. There is 
no demand, and were it not for the large ship- 
ments to Europe there would be a fearful over- 
supply. Quite a number of refiners are experi- 
menting on new processes for making gasoline 
without making so much kerosene. Ome re- 
finer has a process in operation which is said 
to be more effective than the Rittman process. 
This process is in daily operation, the refiner 
says, and he is making almost all of his crude 
into gasoline without any kerosene and without 
dangerous high pressure methods. 

Facilities for taking care of the output of the 
Cushing pool are daily increasing. The re- 
finers are taking more crude than they were; 
new pipe lines are being projected and built; 
the Prairie is pushing vigorously its lines to 
Alton, Ill, and to Baton Rouge, where the 
Standard is to double the capacity of its Lou- 
isiana refinery; Cosden & Co. are building loops 
to increase the capacity of their line from 
Cushing to Tulsa; the newly organized Pro- 
ducers’ Refining Company, which is to build , 
7,500-barrel refinery at Gainesville, Tex., has 
just let a contract for pipe to lay a 6inch 
pipe line from Healdton to Gainesville. Oil is 
being taken from Cushing at a tremendous 
rate, and the old wells are falling off rapidly. 

There is less field work than there was. 
Bighty fewer wells were drilled in March than 
during the short month of February in the 
mid-continent field. There were 286 wells 
drilled in Oklahoma and 27 in Kansas. New 
production went off 35,000 barrels. There are 
now only about 700 rigs and drilling wells in 
the entire field. New work has been almost 
completely discontinued in Kansas, because it 
is impossible to drill the small wells found in 
Kansas and operate them on a 40-cent market, 
especially when only a percentage of that small 
production is taken by the pipe lines. There 
is much interest in the new pool in Texas, and 
many Oklahoma and Kansas operators are 
rushing there. Some of these men are already 
in on the choice leases. 

The Sam-O-Set Oil Company, composed of 
European capitalists, and whose largest 
holdings are in the Healdton district, has 
made application through the Federal Court 
at Muskogee for permission to sell produc- 
tion from its Oklahoma State river bed lease 
in the Cimarron River in 8-17-7, in the north 
end of the Cushing pool, for 26c. a -barrel. 
The company sets forth that it cannot dis- 
pose of its output at the present market 
quotation, but it can sell a million barrels 
at 26c. The Cloverland Oil Company, a 
corporation which is producing from State 
school lands, also from river bed leases, is 
selling its production at 29c, a barrel. Judge 
Campbell holds that royalty oil is the 
only portion of the oil the court is con- 
cerned in, and that this oil must be settled 
for on the basis of the quoted pipe line 
price, which would be 40c. It is a mooted 
question what the price of oil in the south- 
ern end of the mid-continent field is. The 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company, whose quota- 
tions have heretofore been regarded as the 
market price, is no longer the largest pro- 
ducer in the field. Millions of barrels of 
crude are being shipped out of Cushing at 
prices almost entirely under the pipe line 
posted quotations. It is asserted oil is being 
sold at Cushing all the way from 2Z6c. up 
to 40c, a barrel. Millions of barrels have 
recently changed hands at less than 40c. 

White & Sinclair have just disposed of 
seventy-two tanks, containing approximately 
4,000,000 barrels of crude at Cushing, to the 
Prairie Oi] and Gas Company. While White 
& Sinclair refused to make a statement as 
to the consideration, it is understood the 
Prairie paid 37c. a barrel for the oil, and 
23c. a barrel for the tankage, a total of 
60c. a barrel. 

Recently White & Sinclair sold to the 
Carter Oil Company, which is a branch of 
the Standard Oil Company, 2,000,000 barrels 
of oil in storage. Mr. Sinclair says his com- 
pany will continue building storage and pro- 
ducing oi] at Cushing. The company has 
some contracts for something like seventy- 
five more tanks to be built at once. It is 
quite evident the Standard Oil Company in- 
tends to secure, through some of its 
branches, possession of all the oil possible in 
storage at Cushing. The Carter Oil Com- 
pany now has approximately sixty 55,000- 
barrel tanks full of oil and is constructing 
seventy-five additional tanks. It expects 
finally to have in storage approximately 
9,000,000 barrels of Cushing crude. 

What effect this will have on the inde- 
pendent refining industry when Cushing pro- 
duction goes down is problematical. One 
thing is certain, and that is Cushing oil 
sooner or later will go to a premium, and 
those refineries unable to secure Cushing 
erude will be up against the difficult prob- 
lem of readjusting to an entirely new condi- 
tion of competing with low grade crude 
against those refineries owning high grade 
Cushing crude. No refiner in the fleld has 
yet been able to make a long time contract 
for Cushing crude, and some of the owners 
of refineries, such as the American Refining 
Company, Cosden & Co., the Milliken Re- 
fining Company, the Chanute Refining Com- 
pany, the Oklahoma Refining Company, and 
a few others, have purchased their own pro- 
duction at Cushing, providing. against the 
day of adverse conditions, 

Probably Cushing has been provided with 
more marketing facilities than any other 
pool of high grade oil ever developed. It 
has upwards of thirty outlets at the present 
time, and train loads of crude from Cushing 
are being shipped to the Far East. There 
has probably never been before in the his- 
tory of tank car business such a marked 
demand for tank cars as at the present time. 
The Milliken Refining Company, Cosden & 
Co., the Ponca Refining Company, the Chan- 
ute Refining Company, the Indiahoma Refin- 
ing Company, and a number of other im- 
portant mid-continent refiners within the 
past few weeks have placed orders for up- 
wards of 1,000 additional cars for the move- 
ment of their products. It can readily be 
seen that when Cushing ceases to develop 
big wells, the production will be drawn on 
so heavily there can be but one inevitable 
result, and that will be almost as spec- 
tacular a decline as has been picturesque 
the development of the field. 

John W. and Gardner Steele, as the El- 
wood Oj] and Gas Company, have sold their 
120-acre Eliza Brown lease in 9-17-7, Cush- 
ing pool, to the Okla Oil Company. It is 
said the price paid was $560,000. The sale 
embraces eleven wells, with one well drill- 
ing, a daily production of 2,100 barrels, four 
55,000-barrel tanks of oil, and one tank par- 
tially filled and another in course of con- 
struction. The Steele Brothers during the 
past year have been exceptionally fortunate,

Prarie Report, 


The Prairie Oil and Gas Company has 
just made its report to the Secretury of 
State of Kansas, as required by a -ecent 
Kansas law, and the same is attracting 
considerable attention, The statement was 
accompanied by a fee of $2,500 to pay the 
corporation tax under the act of 1913, which 
was declared constitutional only a few days 
ago. The statement shows a balance of 
$57,857,631.95, in addition to $5,992,433.05 
cash on hand, and $14,286,536.18 ac-ounts 
receivable. Yet the stock of the Prairie Ojj 
and Gas Company is quoted at 230 low 
and 249 high. The statement complete is

In the Cushing District. 


Ever since the closing of the office of the 
official umpire for the Cushing district there 
has been no way of ascertaining the output 
of that famous district. Newspapers in Ok. 
lahoma are now indulging in considerable dis- 
cussion as to the daily production of the Cush- 
ing district. It is estimated al] the way from 
200,000 to 300,000 barrels a day. One writer 
puts it at 300,000; another at 230,000, and 
another at 250,000. Inasmuch as there is a 
large number of wells drilled to the sand, and 
there has been a very noticeable decrease in 
the number of gushers, and further, as it is 
a well-known fact all of the old wells have 
been slumping in their output, it is very safe 
to say the possible output of Cushing today 
is not over 215,000 or 220,000 barrels a day. 
Indeed, your correspondent is inclined to be 
bearish on the subject and does not believe 
Cushing could sustain a ten-day draft upon its 
daily yield of over 200,000 barrels. 

During the past week only one or two wells 
over 4,000 barrels a day have been reported, 
and the list of completions has been very 
much reduced. B. B. Jones drilled in his No, 
3 on the S. Long in 9-18-7 and got 4,900 bar- 
rels the first day, and his Nos. 29, 31, 32 and 
36 on the Sarah Rector in &18-7, were good 
for 2,400, 3,000 and 1,800 barrels, respectively, 
A few months ago these same properties were 
reporting big gusher wells. The MoMan Oil 
Company’s well on the Russell Thompson farm 
in 11-7-7, which is a quarter of a mile south- 
east of production, is making 800 barrels a 
day. This is an important well. It may 
mean a new spur of the field in that direction, 
but it will be noted it is not a gusher well. 
The Black Panther Oil Company has com- 
pleted its No. 8 on the Barney Thlocco in 
9-1807 and has a 1,000 barrel producer. It 
will be recalled the first well on this lease 
made 12,000 barrels a day. The McMan Oil 
Company's No. 15 on the Ben Vance in 7-18-7 
is a 1,000-barrel producer. Some of the first 
wells on this lease came in at 6,000 and 8,000 
barrels, and the same company’s No. 16 on 
the Sam Vance in section 6 is good for 2,000 
barrels instead of an old-time gusher. It is 
claimed that approximately 30,000 barrels of 
new production were added to the output of 
Cushing last week; but this same number of 
wells a few months ago ould have added many 
times that amount of flush production. There 
are now about 170 wells drilling in the Cush- 
ing district, 

Conditions at Yale, Drumright, Oilton and 
other parts of the field seem practically un- 
changed so far as general activity is con- 
cerned. Derricks are springing up in all di- 
rections and notwithstanding the many dry 
holes around the outer edges through cen- 
turesome prospectors are taking chances in the 
hope of finding some new spur to the pool. 
It is claimed there are over 500 teams at work 
hauling freight from the railroad yards at Oil- 
ton to different parts of the field. It is es- 
timated 9,000 men are employed in the Cush- 
ing district. The warm weather and high 
winds of the past few weeks have restored 
the roads to passable condition and many 
days it is estimated there are as high as 
1,500 teams at work in the entire Cushing 
district. 

All of this excitement and the absence of 
any definite information has resulted in re- 
ports that production at Cushing was up_again 
and that the daily output was approximately 
300,000 barrels. As has already been said, 
it is believed these figures can be very largely 
discounted and since there is no way of get- 
ting at the actual figures, one man's guess 
is about as good as another's. 

_ Application was made last week by F. &. 
Snyder, guardian for Luther Manuel, whose 
allotment is in the Cushing field, asking the 
court of Muskogee county to approve the sale 
of oil from this lease on the basis of 35 cents 
a barrel. The application was accompanied 
by an agreement with the Carter Oil Com- 
pany, which owns the lease, to take the oil 
off the lease, store it and pay for the royalty 
on the basis of 35 cents. It is expected the 
application will be acted upon favorably this 
week. i@d 

The Hill Oil and Gas Company, which was 
ene of the early operators in the extreme 
southern end of the pool, has given out in- 
formation that the gas well on its Jackson 
lease in 15-17-7, gas from which has been sold 
to other operators in that vicinity, has netted 
the company over $100,000 and continues to be 
one of the big wells in the district, showing 
very little decline in owtput.

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Texas, where a refinery with a capacity of 
7,500 barrels a day will be constructed at 
once, Material valued at more than $2 1, 000 
has already been contracted for for this new 
plant and shipment will be started within the 
next few days. 

A hearing has been arranged for April 9 at 
Ardmore to hear complaints regarding viola 
tions of the recently enacted oil conservation 
law. The Corporation Commission will sit at 
Ardmore and listen to complaints from Heald- 
ton producers. It is announced no attempt 
will be made to enforce section 2. which pro- 
vides for fixing the price of crude. It is gen- 
erally conceded by even those who were in- 
strumental in securing the passage of the bill 
that this section is unconstitutional. How- 
ever, it is claimed that even if it is not con- 
stitutional, it will not invalidate the rest of 
the bill, as the Legislature provided against 
this in enacting the measure, providing that 
any section of the bill may remain dormant 
or unenforced or be unconstitutional without af- 
fecting the remainder of the law. in this 
connection it is interesting to note, in view of 
the very radical stand Theodore Roosevelt as- 
sumed toward oil men when he was President, 
that Frank Harper, for five years private sec 
retary to Theodore Roosevelt and now secre- 
tary of the Sam-O-Set Oil Company and the 
Dundee Petroleum Company, expresses grave 
doubts as to the wisdom of conservation bills 
touching both oil and gas as passed by the 
recent session of the Legislature. Mr. Harper 
expresses the opinion that the Corporation 
Commission had sufficient authority to exercise 
all the control that could be considered wise 
under the’ old law. This much is very notice 
able, that the new law caused immediate sus 
pension of activity on the part of the Cor- 
poration Commission, and to that extent, at 
any rate, has been a severe disappointment to 
those who were instrumental in having it 
passed. It all goes back to the old funda 
mental principle that the oil business, as 
nearly every other business, is controlled by 
the immutable laws of supply and demand,

The Capital Refining Company is erecting a 
new plant at Oklahoma City. It will have a 
capacity of ahout 300 barrels a day. rhe 
Portland Oil and Refining Company is erecting 
a 400barrel refinery at Okmulgee. cS BR. 
Edgcomb, W. H. Tibbett and W. J. Rowland 
ire starting work on a 400-barrel plant at 
St. Joseph, Mo., to be known as the St. Jo- 
seph Viscosity Refining Company. The Pro 
ducers’ Refining Company %as ordered material 
for a 7,500-barrel plant at Gainesville, Tex., 
to run on Healdton crude, a pipe line to be 
built from Healdton to Gainesville. The com- 
pany wil! manufacture principally fuel oil, 
which it has contracted for a term of years to 
the Santa Fe Railway Company. Eastern 
capitalists are starting a small plant at 
Paola, Kan. 

Cosden & Co. have purchased the distribut- 
ing stations in Kansas City operated by the 
Gate City Oil Company. Mr. Cosden is ac- 
quiring other distributing stations. Other re- 
fining concerns are doing likewise. 

The New State Refining Company is putting 
in a new 500-barrel steam still at its plant 
at Cushing. 

The Santa Fe Railway Company is planning 
to erect storage at Cusiing for 1,000,000 bar- 
rels of fuel oil, and is making contracts with 
Cushing refiners for all of their surplus fuel 
oil the remainder of this year at what is said 
to be about 25 cents a barrel, the refiner to 
deliver the product in the railway company’s 
tanks at Cushing. The Santa Fe company 
believes the price of fuel oil must advance and 
is buying while the price is down. 

The Cleveland Petroleum Refining Company 
hag purchased sixty-one distributing stations 
in the cities of Port Huron, ' Detroit, Cleveland 
and Buffalo. The purerase also includes a 
lighter on to transport oils from Detroit to 
Buffalo, which, it is said, can be done for 
one-eighth of a cent a gallon.

Various Field Notes. 


In the Wagnor shallow sand district, the 
extreme southern end of the shallow sand ter- 
ritory, Phipps and others in the southwest 
corner of 36-18-17 reports a 2,.000,00U0-foot gas 
well in the 250-foot sand. This is a rare 
exception, Gas has never characterized the 
shaliow sand territory. In this district there 
is nothing tound between this sand and the 
oil pay at 7TUO feet. The gas has been braden- 
headed and the well will be drilled down to 
the lower sand. If it shows staying qualities 
the gas will prove quite as valuable as oil. 

The test of the Burr Oil and Gas Company, 
composed of R. 8S. Litchfield and otvers, of in- 
dependence, located in 29-10-11, southwest of 
Weleetka, has been abandoned at 2,875 feet. 
It found the Bartlesville sand, which had a 
small showing of gas, but was flooded out by 
water, The well wag started more than two 
years ago,and cost the owners approximately 
$45, 000, 

The past week has not developed anything of 
special importance in that district west of 
Muskogee and east of Morris, variously known 
as the Robinson pool, the Boynton pool and 
the Cole pool. Quite a. number of dry holes 
aave been drilled and a few fairly good wells. 
There is more activity in new work in this 
district than anywhere else in Okmulgee coun 
ty. Those operators who were fortunate in 
finding the pay have done exceedingly well. 
Many others have lost out. The Paraftine Oil 
Company's test in 33-15-17, about four miles 
southwest of the Robinson discovery well, had 
a small showing of oil. 

Cc, B. Shaffer, who has the distinction of 
having discovered the Cushing pool, has 
taken up a big block of leases near McClain, 
in. Muskogee county, and is going to drill 
a number of test wells in the hope of open- 
ing up a new pool, 

The Kansas Natural Gas Company has just 
completed twelve miles of 10 and 12-inch 
line from its main at Owasso, south to the 
new field at Catoosa. The Catoosa gas dis- 
trict has been extendcd four miles further 
south, making a new gas district six miles 
in extent and promising a large volume 
for sume time to come. It is estimated at 
the present time that this line opens up 
to the Kansas Natura] 75,000,000 cubic feet 
a day. There are two pays, one at 670 feet, 
and one at 900 feet. If these sands are 
like in character to the gas sands developed 
at Owasso, the deeper sand will play out 
quickly while the shallow sand will hold on 
for a long while. The rock pressure is about 
400 pounds: 

The recent session of the Oklahoma Legis- 
lature passed a new 2 per cent. gross pro- 
duction tax. This was preferred by certain 
producers to numerous other taxes in Okla- 
homa, which became null and void on the 
passage of the new bill. County Attorney 
Ed Crossland, of Tulsa county, has directed 
a series of interrogations to Attorney-Gen- 
eral Freeling and awaits that officer's opin- 
ion. The questions are as follows: 

“1. For what period is the assessment 
made January 1, 1915. or, in Other words, 
when does the tax year end? 

“2. It is understood that one-half of the 
gross production tax will revert to the State 
under the new law, but we are anxious to 
know what becomes of the other half, and 
what proportion dues this county receive of 
the tax collected here? 

“3. If the gross production tax is paid on 
oil property, can any ad valorem tax upon 
the machinery and equipment be collected 
after the time the gross production tax goes 
into effect upon the lease for which the 
gross production tax was paid? 


“4. Where an operator paid the first half 
of his taxes in November, 1914, will he then 
have to pay the second half in June, 1915, 
notwithstanding the passage of the new 
gross production tax upon that property 
provided in the new law? 


“5S. Also the State levies a tax of 50 cents 
per horsepower on automobiles, and it is un- 
derstood that local authorities are of the 
opinion that they have the power to assess 
and collect taxes upon the same here."’

KENTUCKY PETROLEUM FIELDS. 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., April 7, 1915. 
The opening of a new ficld in Southern Ken- 
tucky and the more favorable weather of the 
past few days have somewhat offset the con- 
tinued reductions in crude oil prices. There 
has been a slight increase in operations in all 
the fields, tie deep sand areas for the first 
time within several months showing an in- 
crease in new operations. The recent drilling 
of a 100-barrel well in Edmonson county, near 
the Tennessee border, opening for development 
& new shallow sand field; hag been followed 
by the planting of numerous rigs for further 
tests, probably a dozen locations having been 
made within the past two weeks. The new 


field is about twenty miles from any estab- 
lished district. 

In completed work the deep sand district is 
beginning to figure. Among the new strikes 
for the week past is one in the Stillwater ex- 
tension, Wolfe county, making ten barrels 
daily and a new strike of similar capacity in 
tae Cannel City section of Morgan county. 
Two 'wells are within a few feet of the sand 
in this district, and are due to be completed 
within the next week. In the Lawrence county 
field two wells are nearing completion, being 
the first new ventures for two months past. 
One of these new tests is in the old Bussey- 
ville district, and another in the vicinity of 
Fallsburg. In the fields of Wolfe, Morgan and 
Lawrence several new wells have been started. 

In lower Kentucky completed work is sstill 
restricted to Wayne county, where several 
wells in the pumper class have been drilled 
during the past week. Thei best of turee new 
completions was made'in the Griffin pool and 
yielded fifteen barrels. The old producing dis- 
tricts of Cooper, Denny and  Stubensville, 
Wayne county, are showing a slight increase 
in activity. 

Failure in getting their production on the 
market is delaying Allen county operators in 
plans for new work for the summer season. 
This district is remote from pipe line connec- 
tions and shipments of petroleum by the tank 
car method is unprofitable. The field contains 
a number of good producers, and with a mar- 
ket would undoubtedly come in for extensive 
development The situation in Ohio, Logan, 
Webster and McLean counties is also quiet, 
with no late completed work and no new 
wells starting. 


CALIFORNIA PETROLEUM RE- 
VIEW. 

(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 

Los Angeles, Cal., April 4, 1915. 


The first action by the government on land 
affected by the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court, affirming the legality of the 
withdrawal order of President Taft, was shown 
last week, The remaining quarter of section 
32 township, 12 north, range 23 west was made 
the subject of attack by the government in a 
case filed in the Federal Court. The alleged 
value of the quarter section is $500,000, 

The claim is made that the land was with- 
drawn from all forms of mirtral exploration 
by the President by executive order; that no 
discovery of mineral was made on the land 
prior to that date and that the defendants had 
acquired no right therein. It is also claimed 
that in 1910 the Midland Oilfields Company 
discovered. oil in the property and produced 
628,000 barrels, worth $300,000, Later it was 
sold to the Independent Producers’ Agency an 
by them to the Union Oil Company of Cali- 
fornia. Among those affected by this suit are 
Midland Oilfields Company, American Oilfields 
Company, Consolidated Midway Oil Company, 
Union Oil Company and many others. 

A growing gas demand has been shown in 
the Kern River district since the Standard Re- 
finery has switched from oil to gas as fuel. 
As a result the lines of the California Natural 
Gas Company are to be extended to the town 
of Wasco. The extension of this line will 
mean that scores of pump irrigation plants 
and farming districts in that locality will be 
offered gas for fuel, and in every way the 
demand will be increased. The gas comes from 
the wells in Midway, the same section from 
which the Midway Gas Company gets the natu- 
ral gas it furnishes in Southern California, It 
is supplied in Bakersfield by the California 
Natural Gas Company. A new company will 
be formed to act in this region, capitalized by 
Southern men. The cost of establishment will 
be about $100,000. 

What is proving to be a boon to the gasoline 
industry in the shape of creating a big increase 
in demand is the ever increasing numbers of 
jitney busses in California. They number at 
present about 3,000 in this State, and the end 
is nowhere in sight. Two-thirds of the busses 
operate in Southern California, and they mul- 
tiply daily despite the street car companies’ 
efforts to have them restricted. Every addi- 
tional jitney bus means an increased demand 
for gasoline, and in consequence is of far 
greater relative importance to the oil industry 
of the State than the street cars. In San Diego 
the gasoline consumption for automobiles as a 
result of the great activity of the jitneys has 
increased about one-fourth in excess of what 
it was six months ago. The same thing is true 
in Los Angeles, and in a lesser but still im- 
portant degree of San Francisco and the other 
bay cities. 

The long worked on bill for the legislation of 
underground water infiltration seems to have 
succeeded in gaining many supporters, espe- 
cially in the South, where several sections of 
territory, proven as to their worth in the pro- 
duction of oil, have turned to water. The most 
pronounced case of this is in the Fullerton 
field, where the Standard has quit two wells 
under construction. In this district the No, 1 
Loftus well on the Berkenstock property, down 
3,560 feet, has experienced considerable water 
trouble. The Quintuple well, just finished, has 
turned to three-fourths water. The tubing has 
been raised 800 feet, but this has failed to bet- 
ter matters. The St, Helen’s Edward No. 1 
is doing water, and also the Union’s Graham 
and Loftus No. 29, started a year ago and 
down 3,165 feet, likewise the Standard’s Lempe 
No. 1, 3oth the last two named have been 
strugggling with water for months past without 
success. 

The proven acreage in California to Decem- 
ber 31, 1914, is shown in the following chart. 
California had yielded to this time a production 
of 761,693,641 barrels from a proven area to- 
taling 81,365 acres, or a production per acre 
of 9,360 barrels. The McKittrick fleld, with 
its limited area and large yield, has been by 
far the most productive field per acre in the 
State. The tabulation presented herewith does 
not include undrilled territory that is regarded 
as productive, but considers only the territory 
actually developed and proven.

Inventories valued at $91,000,000 indicate that 
the assets of the Standard Oil Company of Cal- 
ifornia are rapidly nearing the $100,000,000 
mark of its capitalization, and that the com- 
pany will soon be in a position to issue its new 
stock of $50,000,000 to shareholders. The rec- 
ord shows that from the close of 1911 to the 
close of 1914 the company increased its assets 
nearly $48,000,000, with an increase of not 
quite $25,000,000 in capital stock. Stockholders 
received $10,500,000 in the same period. Net 
earnings for this three-year period totaled $28,- 
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075,975, exclusive of $8,474,659 included in 
profits during 1913, representing an increase 
in the values of producing property, so that 
at the close of 1914 the company’s profit and 
loss surplus was $40,200,982, an increase of 
$26,077,787 in the three-year period from De- 
cember 31, 1911, and a showing that is rousing 
the hopes of shareholders that a stock divi- 
dend of some kind at the least is due in the 
near future.

Various Notes. 


The main office of the Union Oil Company for 
Ventura county, which has supervision of the 
development work of the Union in the Ventura 
and Santa Barbara oil fields, will be moved 
from Santa Paula to Ventura on April 1. 
Three tanks, each of 20,000 gallons capacity, 
one for gasoline, one for distillate and one 
for kerosene, are being erected. Other plans 
call for a big warehouse, a wagon and auto 
shed, a barn and office buildings. The entire 
office force and County Manager McVean will 
move to Ventura as soon as the office buildings 
are ready for occupancy. 

The Standard Oil Company has brought in 
another producer on the Murphy lease, in the 
Fullerton district. This well is No, 27, and is 
flowing 700 barrels of 26 gravity oil. This 
property is the one adjacent to the Bmery, 
which it also leases, and which has brought 
in several excellent wells. Two of which are 
now making about 2,000 barrels per day. 

Although K, T. & O., No. 40, section 1-32-23, 
has passed below the bottom level of No. 39, 
the company’s biggest gusher in its time, it 
has yet no sign of the big producing sand. 
The two wells are but a few feet apart, No. 40 
having been started after it had been found 
impossible to reopen No. 39 by redrilling. The 
experience may be similar to that encountered 
around the neighborhood of the origina! Lake- 
view, where none but pumping wells were ever 
obtained. On this same K. T. & O. property 
No. 25 keeps flowing 4,000 barrels daily. Sec- 
tion 3-32-23, No. 13 is rigged preparatory to 
starting a rotary. Section 9-32-24, No. 1, is 
being drilled into the sand, much gas but no 
oil yet. Number 12, same section, pumps 300 
barrels daily. A new ‘well, to offset Midland 
Oil Fields, is now being started. 

The Fullerton Great West Oil Company has 
brought in its well, No. 1, at a depth of 3,770 
feet, and it is pumping about 150 barrels daily 
of 25 gravity oil. The production of No. 2 has 
increased slightly and it is pumping: about 125 
barrels daily.

Calgary Oil Field. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Calgary, Alberta, April 7, 1915. 

The outlook for developing production in the 
Calgary field is much better today than it was 
weeks ago, though the fleld is still a 
long distance from being proven. Interest of 
late has centered in the Dingman district, that 
part of the field to the south of Calgary in 
which the Dingman discovery well is located. 
In this vicinity two wells in the last few 
weeks have developed good showings of oil 
and give promise that later they may become 
producers on a commercial basis. 

The first pronounced show was found at 2,774 
feet in the old Herron-Elder well, taken over 
by the Aiberta Petroleum Consolidated, on sec. 
1, tp. 20, range 3, west of the fifth meridian. 
Yhe oil rose over 1,800 feet in the ten-inch 
hole, and proved on examination to be a dark, 
fairly heavy product, testing about 45 deg. 
Baume. Upon the basis of a productivity test 
subsequently made, it is estimated that the 
well will, if pumped, show an initial produc 
tion of 400 barrels a day. It is probably the 
most promising development yet encountered 
in the drilling around Calgary. 

Another encouring show was encountered al 
most immediately after in the Western Pacific 
well on sec, 31, tp. 19, range 2, west of the 
fifth meridian. This location is also in the 
Dingman district. The oil sand was pene- 
trated at 2,160 feet depth, and the oil slowly 
rose to a height of over 525 feet in the hole. 
This showing was preceded by a very heavy 
flow of wet gas, encountered about fifty feet 
higher than the oil. The oil is' a high-grade 
product and lighter in color than that at the 
Alberta Petroleum Consolidated well. It shows 
a specific gravity of 47.5 Baume and analyzes 
into the following constituents:—

The oil has a paraffin base, as has that in 
the A. P. Consolidated well. Though the spe- 
cific gravity is lower than that of the oil dis- 
covered in the Dingman No. 1, there is other- 
wise a considerable similarity, The Dingman 
oil was almost pure gasoline, and has been 
used right along for gasoline purposes without 
any refining whatever. 

Even granting a good initial production from 
any of these wells, their permanency remains 
to be proved by steady pumping, and doubt is 
entertained by many geologists as to the possi 
bility of a permanent field being developed un- 
der the broken and faulted conditions existing 
among the formations of the Southern Alberta 
roothills, Nevertheless, the indications en- 
countered in the last few weeks have rendered 
the Calgary outlook distinctly more encourag 
ing than it has been for months. 

The Dingman No. 1 well is credited with a 
production of 387 barrels of high-grade oil be 
tween the end of May, 1914, and the close of 
the year. This, allowing for interruptions, 
represents a production of about two barrels a 
day.

THE BUENOS AIRES MARKET. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

The market was closed in the latter 
half of last week because of the Easter 
holidays. Values opened strong on Mon- 
day under gocd buying, but trading was 
not heavy in the succeeding days, and 
shipments showed a marked falling away 
from the totals of the previous week. 
The movement from interior points was 
rather small, and this checked any in- 
crease in stocks, but at times there was 
more of an inclination on the part of 
holders to press sales, and especially to 
America. Some seed is reported to be 
shipped out on consignment both to Eu- 
rope and to America. Freight rates are 
holding fairly steady to European points, 
but are easier to other countries. Ship- 
ments this week reached a total of 781,000 
bushels. Of this 113,000 bushels went to 
the Continent, 293,000 bushels to the 
United States and 375,000 bushels to the 
United Kingdom. Shipments in the cor- 
responding period last year were 2,183,000 
bushels. Total shipments since the first 
of the year are 13,326,000 bushels, as com- 
pared with 21,107,000 bushels im the corre- 
sponding period last year. Visible stocks 
are 1,958,000 bushels, against the same 
total last week and 1,388,000 bushels a 
year ago.

Prices of ground high-grade tankage showed

Chicago, or at a decline of 2%c. per 
unit from tie nominal price quoted a week 
ago. The fact that blood was quoted lower 
ihis week is not to be taken as an indication 
that there has been a further weakening of 
the market, however, as the preceding week's 
quotation of $2.60 was purely nominal and 
really no true representative figure.

GROUND HIGH GRADE TANKAGE.— 
Sales of ground high-grade tankage for imme-

Several 
small lots found buyers at the price and the 
market closed in a healthy condition, although 
there were no indications of strength or of 
impending increase in the volume ~“f business 
to be closed the remainder of this season. The 
market was permitted to follow its own trend, 
there being no special pressure to effect sales 
nor any particular urgency in the demand. 
Buyers who needed small lots, twenty-five to 
fifty tons, for immediate application to tte 
soil, appeared willing enough to pay the prices 
asked for desirable goods, while holders of the 
latter were ready to accept orders without at- 
tempting to obtain any more money. 

GROUND DRIED BLOOD.—Actual sales of 
ground dried blood for immediate delivery’ es- 
tablished the price of the commodity at $2.57% 
f. o. b. Chicago. This week’s business was the 
first closed in the market for blood in several 
weeks, and the fact that actual sales were 
made was pleasing to dealers, who have had 
to depend on nominal quotations ‘that failed 
to give a true estimation of actual market 
values.

almond vil, in this group, and there 
has been no abatement of the strong 
undertone in the market for benzoic 
acid, benzoate of soda, sAlicylate of 
soda, salicylic acid, methyl salicylate 
and artificial musk. ’ 

Opium has been marked down again, 
very heavily, as spot stocks have far 
exceeded the demand, which has been 
very light from domestic consumers, 
and of only moderate proportions from 
foreign buyers. Menthol has likewise 
been reduced, as purchasing has fallen 
off. Concessions in prices have also 
been made for burgundy pitch, caf- 
feine citrated, codliver oil, glycerine, 
Canada fir balsam, most descriptions 
of vanilla beans, lemon oil, linaloe oil, 
natural sassafras oil, gum _ mastic, 
short buchu leaves, digitalis leaves, 
German dandelion root, Spanish and 
Dutch canary seed, caraway seed, 
Manchurian hemp seed, and Califor- 
nia and Sicily brown and yellow Ger- 
man mustard seed and bayberry wax. 

Higher prices, in addition to those

higher prices are therefore generally 
looked for in many parts of the 
botanical list. 

As in recent weeks, local holders of 
the materials used in making high ex- 
plosives are offering their stocks at 
lower prices when wanted for home 
consumption than when desired for ex- 
port.

SODA.—While there is still some 
benzoate available at $1.80 for regular 
customers of local handlers, and for 
buyers who are obtaining stocks for 
home consumption, a majority of hold- 
ers are asking a minimum of $1.90 for 
their meager supplies. Similarly, sali- 
cylate of soda is offered under the 
first-mentioned conditions at $1.50, but 
is being held in some quarters at $1.60 
@1.65. Several sales have recently 
been made at $1.65. 

TOLUOL.—Foreign demands for this 
hydrocarbon continue to reach abnor- 
mally large proportions, and in view 
of the great scarcity of this product, 
prices have been advanced to unprece- 
dentedly and almost incredible figures.

ACIDS. 


BENZOIC.—In view of the unrelieved 
scarcity of toluol, the acid made from 
this base continues to be very strongly 
maintained, although the demand has 
recently fallen off heavily. The re- 
vised quotation for the ex toluol acid 
is $1.85@1.95. The local market is bare 
of the acid made from gum benzoin. 

CARBOLIC.—Although regular cus- 
tomers of the leading handlers of 
phenol are still able to obtain moder- 
ate quantities of this acid at $1.05, a 
majority of local holders are asking 
$1.10 and up to $1.20 in drums and cans. 


Cresylic has been well maintained 
throughout the week at 55@60c. per 
gallon, 

CITRIC.—Speculative operations on 


the long side have taken place to a 
considerable extent in this acid with- 
in the week, as it has been reported of 
late that if Italy enters the European 
war prices are almost certain to be 
advanced. Domestic manufacturers, 
however, continue to offer their out- 
put of crystals at 55c. in barrels and at 
5516c. in kegs, while asking a half cent 
more for the powdered description. As 
the heaviest consuming season is now 
almost at hand, however, some stiffen- 
ing of prices is generally looked for 
within the near future.

COPAIBA.—An active export de- 
mand is now reported for both South 
American and Para grades, which con- 
tinue to be offered at 33@34c. and at 
31@32c., respectively. 

FIR.—With the customary season- 
able falling off in the demand for the 
Canada fir, spot stocks have had an 
opportunity to accumulate to some ex- 
tent, and prices have been revised 
downward to the extent of 25c. to $6@ 
6.25. Oregon balsam, however, is still 
being held at 70@80c. 

PPRU.—In view of a further reduc- 
tion of spot stocks of this balsam and 
the difficulties encountered in attempt- 
ing to replenish them, prices have been 
raised l5c. further to a minimum of 
$2.75, while up to $3 is being asked in 
some instances. 

BARKS, 

BUCKTHORN.—A growing scarcity 
of this bark has been reflected of late 
in a further advance in prices to a 
minimum of 15c., while up to l6c. is 
being asked in some quarters. 

SOAP.—Although some arrivals have 
been noted at this port of late, spot 
stocks continue very light and prices 
for the whole bark have been raised 
recently to 10@12c., while those for the 
cut variety have also been advanced 
to 20@24c. and those for the crushed 
description have been marked up to 
12@13c. Sales of some imported cut 
bark have been made within the week 
at 22¢ 

WHITE PINE.—An advance of a 
half cent has been made in prices 
asked for this bark in view of the 
meager character of spot stocks. 

WHITE POPI As supplies of 
this bark have been reduced to mea- 
ger proportions of late, prices have 
been raised a half cent to 4@5c.

JUNIPER.—A moderately active de- 
mand is reported for these berries, 
which continue to be offered at 34@ 
3%c. for ordinary to good grades and 
up to 3%c. for superior descriptions. 

” BEANS. 

VANILLA.—Although the cost of 
new crop ‘Mexican whole beans and 
cuts is likely to be increased materially 
within the near future by a proposed 
doubling of the existing export tax on 
these beans, local operators continue 
to offer ordinary quality Mexican 
whole beans at $2.75@8 and superior 
descriptions at $3.25 and even up to 
$3.50. These handlers are still offer- 
ing their cuts at even lower prices 
than recently, quoting some lots of 
these varieties at $2.25, though gener- 
ally asking a minimum of $2.50 for or- 
dinary quality and $2.75 and $3 for bet- 
ter grades of guaranteed keeping qual- 
ity.

Score of the contemplated raising of 
the export duty on beans from $1 to $2 
Mexican gold per kilo, or from 40c. to 
80c. per pound in American money, 
have been rather vague of late, it is 
understood that this increased taxation 
will be withheld until the curers in the 
Papantla and Gutierrez-Zamora_re- 
gions have completed their curing 
operations and are about ready to 
make heavy shipments of the 1914-1915 
whole beans, none of which have yet 
reached here. To date only fifty cases 
of the 1914-1915 ‘crop Mexican cuts have 
arrived here and none of the new crop 
whole beans is expected until midsum- 
mer. Latest estimates on the new 
crop yield of beans figure on a total 
only half that for the previous year. 

Bourbons are in more plentiful sup- 
ply both in France and here and are 
being offered at slightly lower figures 
by local operators, who are now quot- 
ing their spot stocks at $2.35@2.50, ac- 
cording to brand and quantity. 

South Americans are being offered 
more freely here, as New York oper- 
ators have succeeded in replenishing 
their spot stocks to some extent with 
the new crop Guadaloupe beans, lat- 
est quotations for these beans being 
$2.35@3, as to quality. 

Tahitis continue to be firmly main- 
tained here as well as on the Pacific 
Coast, as stocks are far from large 
in any quarter. The local market is 
still bare of the white label beans, and 
for the green label beans local oper- 
ators continue to ask $1.40@1.50. 

ESSENTIAL OILS, 

ALMOND.—The growing scarcity of 
the synthetic product as well as of all 
coal-tar derivatives has caused a 
further marking up of prices for this 
oil to $1.50@1.75, and a further reduc- 
tion of the sweet true oil has also been 
reflected in an uplift of 5c. in the price 
of that variety to 85e. 

CASSIA.—As all low offers of the 
technical oil have been absorbed, prices 
for this variety have been marked up 
2\%c. further to 85c. The ordinary lead 
free variety is now being offered at 95c. 
to $1, while the U. S. P. lead free de- 
scription is commanding $1.25@1.30 and 
the redistilled grade $1.25@1.35. 

CITRONELLA.—-A seasonably aug- 
mented demand for the Ceylon oil has 
brought about an uplift in prices for 
this variety to 44@45c. Java oil, how- 
ever, is being offered at slightly lower 
figures, the quotation being $1.15@1.2@. 

CLOVES.—In further reflection of 
the advanced cost of the spice, prices 
for all descriptions of this oil have 
been raised 24%@5c. more to $1.15@1.20 
in cans and to $1.20@1.25 in bottles. 

FENNEL SHED.—In sympathy with 
the recent sharp uplift of prices for 
this seed, quotations for the sweet oil 
have been advanced to $2.75@3. 

LEMON.—In the absence of more 
than a light buying. movement, prices 
for this Messina essence have been 
lowered still further to $1.05 for some 
brands, but a majority of local holders 
continue to ask $1.10 for their brands,

BLEACHING POWDER.—There is 
no departure from the firm tendency of 
this market. Domestic producers have 
the situation well controlled and they 
are holding prices steady at 1\4c. a 
pound f. o. b. works. As the freight 
cost per 100 pounds is about 12c. to 
New York, the spot market is quoted 
at from 1.40c. to 1.50c., according to 
seller. tecent export sales of 1,000 
drums are noted for West Indian and 
South American consumption. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Large sellers re- 
port the market firm on the basis of 
previous quotations. There are several 
good inquiries in hand for export pur- 
poses, and if business materializes it is 
stated that prices will advance and that 
difficulty will be experienced in securing 


stocks. At the close the situation was 
steady, with sellers offering contracts 
for domestic use 1.60@1.70c. on the

Various reports have come from the 
South in the past week regarding the 
curtailment in consumption of fertil- 
and the amount of this curtail- 
ment is estimated at 40@59 per cent.

report that supplies of potash salts 
would be augmented by the arrival of 
three boats which have been interned 
at Hamburg and which has potash on 
board: The effect of this announce- 
ment was seen in a lowering of asking 
prices for pOtash salts, though muriate 
is receiving about all the attention of 
buyers in the present market. A re- 
port from Germany of interest to the 
fertilizer trade says that a bill has 
been introduced in the German Reich- 
stag to authorize the Federal Council 
to introduce a commercial monopoly 
in nitrogen for the period down to 
March 31, 1922, and to issue the neces- 
sary regulations for the purpose. Ac- 
cording to the German newspapers, the 
monopoly is to apply to (1) inorganic 
nitrogenous minerals; (2) nitrogenous 
combinations obtainable from natural 
products, as well as nitrogen combina- 
tions primarily producible artificially 
from nitrogen; and (3) nitrogenous fer- 
tilizers produced under Nos. 1 and 2 
or from other materials. The monop-

There has been no change of impor- 
tance in the position of important fer- 
tilizer materials during the week, with 
the exception of the easing of values 
for potash salts. Preparations are be- 
ing made for the coming menhaden 
fishing season, but no interest is yet 
taken in fish scrap. For reports of the 
Baltimore, Chicago and Atlanta fer- 
tilizer markets refer to index on page 
23. Detailed reports on the separate 
articles of the local market follow:- 


NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Censuming demand for dried blood and 
tankage continues along moderate 
lines and reports from leading packing 
house centres indicate an easy market, 
with firm bids likely to draw conces- 
sions from holders of dried blood and 
tankage. Inquiry is confined to small 
lots and for prompt shipment, with 
future positions neglected. Quotations 
at Chicago are $2.60 for dried blood and 
$2.35 and 10 for high-grade tankage. 

FISH SCRAP.—The only news of im- 
portance in the market for fish scrap 
is the report that vessels are being pre- 
pared both in the North and in the 
South for the coming fishing season. 
The present market for scrap is unin- 
teresting and nominal, and no ma- 
terial change may be expected for 
some weeks yet. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The 
foreign situation is explained by a re- 
port which says that a period of slack- 
er markets appears to have _ super- 
vened for sulphate of ammonia, al- 
though work on the land, which had 
been held up by the sodden condition 
of the soil in the recent past, is once 
more being proceeded with. Supplies 
are by no means plentiful, there being 
apparently every sign of a substantial 
loss in coonnection with the lessened 
output of the coke ovens. Were it not 
for the impediments in the way of ex- 
port there should by now have been a 
further substantial increase in the 
quotations. As it is, prices still remain 
firm, sellers showing no particular de- 
sire to force trade. There are current 
quotations ruling at as low at £13, 16s, 
for some ports, while there is a figure 
for Liverpool as high as £14 2s. 6d. 
Transport and railway difficulties are 
still great hindrances to trade. Fu- 
tures appear to be in request, and 
there are inquiries for July-December 
at as much as £13 10s. So far as can 
be seen, however, no important busi- 
ness has been transacted at these fig- 
ures in this position. Where declines 
in the spot prices have been recorded, 
these must be regarded as largely 
nominal, and as by no means indicat- 
ing that actual business has passed at 
the lower figures, except for a few 
chance pressed sales that can have ne 
influence upon the market as a whole. 

There was very little change in the 
situation in domestic markets during 
the interval. The small supplies of do- 
mestic sulphate have made the market 
dependent upon foreign material, and 
the latter is affected by firmness at 
primary points and by the higher costs 
of transporting to this country. Mar- 
ket values for sulphate are reported at 
$3.05 per 100 pounds. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—A 
reached here this week stating 
two vessels varrying nitrate

Chile were en route for Spain. The 
importance of this announcement con- 
sisted in tthe fact that the vessels 
belonged to the Chilean navy and 
were commanded by naval officers. 
This shows to what extent the gov- 
ernment of Chile would go in order to 
preserve its commerce in_ nitrate. 
The difference in ocean freights from 
the West coast to different points 
exemplified by the report that 80s. 
was asked for a charter to the Medi- 
terranean at the same time that 
was quoted for this country. Recent 
charters for sailing to this country 
were fixed at 52s. 6d. The market 
for nitrate is holding firm with quota- 
tions at $2.27% per 100 pounds. <A 
report from abroad says that a French 
presidential decree suspends tempo- 
rarily from Mareh 18 the import tax 
on nitrate of soda, so far as concerns 
importations effected for the require- 
ments of national defense. In order 
to obtain a remission of this surtax, 
the importers’ will be required to 
prove that the nitrate imported 
in order to satisfy purchases made 
by the government. The surtax to 
be re-established by decree as soon as 
circumstances justify such a course 
In such cases cargoes which are proved 
to have been dispatched to France 
before the publication of the decre¢ 
re-establishing the surtax will ad- 
mitted free of duty. 
PHOSPHATES, 

ACID PHOSPHATES.—Reports on 
the activity of this market differ, for 
some sellers say there has been a good 
eall for stocks from Northern consum- 
ers, while demand from the South has 
remained comparatively ‘slow. Stocks 
are reported as large enough to @pver 
all needs without proving burdensome 
to holders. Market prices are holding 
at 45@50c. per unit. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—An examina- 
tion of the phusphate deposits in South 
Carolina was made last year and the 
report on this says that the prospects 
of a marked revival of mining in the 
South Carolina phosphate field are 
poor. There are, however, 5,000,000 tons 
of 60 per cent. phosphate still in the 
ground and improved machinery may 
at some later time render these de- 
posits workable. Furthermore, the 
South Carolina phosphate enjoys two 
advantages. First, the former im- 
portance of the field led to the build- 
ing of large fertilizer factories at 
Charleston, and the expense of ship- 
ping is therefore almost negligible; sec- 
ond, the rock makes an excellent su- 
perphosphate, and many planters pre- 
fer it to the higher grade rock of the 
neighboring fields. When the Florida 
and ‘Tennessee deposits become _ ex- 
hausted prices may advance sufficient- 
ly to permit the profitable mining of 
the remaining South Carolina rock. On 
the other nand, the presence of great 
deposits of high-grade rock in Wyo- 
ming and Idaho points to an undimin- 
ished supply for many years, and in- 
sures crushing competition in the in- 
terior part of the United States. 

The present market for phosphate 
rock is not featured in any way. High 
ocean freights still stand in the way 
of a normal export trade and _ ship- 
ments to Germany, which country had 
expressed a willingness to take stocks, 
have been prevented by the blockade 
maintained against German ports. 
Market prices for phosphate rock 
are:—Florida land pebble, $2.75@3.25, 
f. o. b. Port Tampa; South Carolina 
kiln dried, $3.50@3.75, f. o. b. Ashley 
River; Florida high-grade rock, 77 per 
cent., $5@6.25, f. o. b. Florida ports; 
Tennessee rock, 70@80 per cent., $5@ 
5.50, f. b. Mount Pleasant; per 
cent. guaranteed, $4@5, and 68@72 per 
cent., $4.25@4.50. 

POTASH SALTS. 

Early in the week there was a firm 
tone to the market for potash’ salts. 
Inquiry for the lower grade salts is 
dull and kainit and manure salts are 
hardly more than nominal. Sellers re- 
port a fair inquiry for muriate of potash 
and small lots have sold as high as $168 
per ton. During the past few days, 
however, values showed a tendency to 
ease off and the feature of the market 
has been the report that three steam- 
ers which had been interned at Ham- 
burg would be allowed to proceed to 
this country. These vessels have con- 
siderable quantities of muriate of pot- 
ash on board. Sales of comparatively 
large lots of muriate were made in the 
local market in the middle of the week 
at $140 per ton. Towards the close of 
the week there was an absence of in- 
quiry and the market was easy in tone 
under the influence of the report that 
diplomatic negotiations had released 
the three cargoes now held at Ham- 
burg. This had the effect not only of 
bringing out more pressing selling or- 
ders, but caused buyers to stay out of 
the market.

The shortage in dyestuffs is ‘the 
main feature of the trade at the pres- 
ent time and all measures possible are 
being taken to open up a way for re- 
ceiving further shipments from Ger- 
many. Reports are being circulated 
to the effect that many of the textile 
mills will be forced to close in from 
30 to 60 days unless fresh supplies 
of dyes are forthcoming. This is not 
confined to any one section of the 
country, for while the majority of re- 
ports have reference solely to mills 
in the North a _ report from North 
Carolina says that so serious has the 
shortage of dyestuffs become with 
print and colored goods mills of the 
South that those who have gone over 
the situation carefully are predicting 
that June and July will find practical- 
ly all of these mills closed. 

The insufficient supplies of finished 
colors and dyes of artificial origin are 
turning attention more and more to 
the natural dyes, and while some re- 
lief May thus be obtained it is stated 
that the latter can make up only to 
a small extent for the lack of the 
manufactured products. In the mate- 
rials market during the week prices 
for starch and _ dextrine were ad- 
vanced ten points. Gambier was a 
little easier under quiet demand and 
freer offerings. Yellow prussiate of 
potash fluctuated in jprice with an 
easy tone early in the week, but the 
market was firm in the |atter half of 
the week. Zinc dust is holding firm. 
Bichromates are not fluctuating to 
any extent, though sales of both soda 
and potash are reported at different 
rices. Charters for quebracho wood 
were reported this week and this ma- 
terial has been in better demand from 
consumers. Detailed reports on some 
of the most important items of the 
local market follow:— 

ANILINE OIL AND 
market for aniline oil and salts was 
quiet throughout the week. Several 
reports are in circulation regarding in- 
in domestic production, but 
this is not a market factor at present, 
and there is a marked scarcity of sup- 
plies. Aniline oil is quoted at $1.50@1.60 
per pound, and aniline salts at $1.25 
per pound, 

ALBUMENS.—Some egg albumen 
Was received at the local market this 
week coming from Egypt. A fairly 
good demand is reported from consum- 
ing trades. New sellers of egg albu- 
men are said to have entered the mar- 
ket and to have made arrangements 
to import dried egg albumen from 
China. Small quantities of blood albu- 
men also reached this market during 
the interval, but arrivals of foreign 
blood albumen have been infrequent 
in recent months. Market prices are 
quoted at 55@65c. for egg albumen and 
30@35c. for blood albumen. 

BICHROMATES.—Leading sellers of 
bichromate of soda report a good in- 
quiry for this material. There has not 
been much change in the market from 
the standpoint of prices. Some small 
lots are bringing up to 6c. per pound, 
but on larger amounts the range of 
prices is from 5c. to 5%c. per pound. 
There are reports in the market to the 
effect that some manufacturers are be- 
hind with their contract deliveries and 
have been bolstering up their stocks 
by drawing indirectly from other 
manufacturers. There is no general 
searcity of supplies, however, and 
most sellers have plentiful stocks on 
hand. Bichromate of potash is not ac- 
tive, as it is not attractive at present 
high levels, but sellers say there is a 
moderate business, with some call for 
export. Market prices are firm and 
are quoted at 15@lé6c. per pound. 

CUTCH.—A very firm feeling con- 
tinues in the market for cutch, and, 
with further supplies problematical, 
the outlook does not favor any lessen- 
ing of present values. Sellers are quot- 
ing 7@8c. per pound for ordinary cutch, 
with ground cutch held at llc. per 
pound. 

DEXTRINE.—The market 
trine was firm this week and some 
reports say there has been a falling 
off in production. On Thursday an ad- 
vance of ten points in market values 
was announced and sellers now quote 
on a basis of:—Dextrine, $3 in bags, 
$3.11 in barrels; special dark canary 
dextrine, $3:10 in bags, $3.21 in barrels; 
British gum, $3.25 in bags, $3.56 in bar- 
rels; amidex, $3.25 in bags. These 
prices are per 100 pounds in carload 
lots f. o. b. New York. 

DIVI-DIVI. There has 
steady inquiry for divi-divi for some 
time back. The scarcity of manufac- 
tured materials has caused consumers 
to take more interest in the natural 
materials and this has worked to the 
advantage of divi-divi. Market values 
have increased, due, part}y, to the bet- 
ter outlet in the consuming trades and 
partly to the increased transportation 
rates. Quotations are $40@41 per ton.

sumers are acting with great caution, 
and the market is quiet. Synthetic jp. 
digo is being sent out in small quanti. 
ties from the Ellesmere works, py} 
with the present rate of consumption, 
of blue dye, it is thought that this pro. 
duction will not be sufficient to make 
up for the general shortage, and jt js 
anticipated that the supply of natura) 
indigo this year will not prove in er. 
cess of the demand. 

The sending out of a circular letter 
refers to the fact that the British goy. 
ernment has taken charge of supply of 
indigo coming forward from India ani 
will distribute it through ‘official bro. 
kers. A report from our consul-gep. 
eral at Hongkong in referring to cult. 
vation of indigo in China says that the 
shortage of the supply of synthetic jp. 
digo in the markets of the world asa 
result of the war in Europe and the 
consequent high prices for imported 
indigo in Chinese markets has led to 
a revival of the native production of 
indigo in various parts of the country 
Considerable activity in this line is re 
ported in the districts immediately 
tributary to Hongkong and _ Canton, 
notably in Fatshan, Chao-yanng, and 
neighboring districts. Chinese import- 
ers of indigo also report that there is 
a renewal of the cultivation of the 
plant in the Yangtze Valley, particu- 
larly in the canal country about Hang- 
chow. It is impossible to estimate the 
increase in the production of the dye, 
but it is well to recognize the fact that 
indigo production is one of China's old- 
est industries. 

Inquiry for indigo on the part of con- 
sumers in this. country has _ inéreased 
with the cutting off of other dyes and 
imports for the fiscal year to date ate 
larger than for the corresponding pe 
riod of last year. Synthetic indigo is 
very scarce and is nominal. Natural 
indigo is bringing high prices with 
Madras quoted at $1.25 and Bengal at 
$3@3.50. 

MYRABOLANS.—A report from the 
primary market says fair shipments 
are going forward to the United King- 
dom. Demand rates are Rs. 2-8 for 
No. 1 picked yellow rough nuts, Rs.
